The  sale  of  the  KuoAn’illc  (Tenn.) 
Jourml  to  the  I^ast  Tennessee  Publish¬ 
ing  and  Printing  Company  was  con¬ 
firmed  in  Chancery  court,  Knoxville,  this 
week.  The  purchasing  concern,  newly 
chartered,  was  organized  to  operate  the 
Journal  for  the  Canal  Bank  and  Trust 
Ojmpany,  of  New  Orleans  until  further 
disposition  of  the  paper  is  made.  The 
sale  was  confirmed  on  a  high  bid  of 
$152,000,  of  which  $.58,(XX)  was  in  cash 
and  the  balance  in  lionds.  The  Canal 
company  holds  $500,(X)0  of  the  Journal’s 
bonds. 

Ed.  T.  Seay,  counsel  lor  the  trustee, 
Albert  W.  Stcickwell  and  J.  C.  Fidwards, 
Nashville  attorneys,  arc  the  incoriwra- 
tors  of  the  new  company.  R.  U.  Clag- 
gett,  former  managing  editor  of  the 
paper,  and  co-recei\er  until  the  sale,  will 
continue  in  charge  for  the  present. 

E.  N.  Rogers,  counsel  for  the  Knox¬ 
ville  Publishing  Company,  announced 
that  negotiations  for  the  piircliase  of  the 
journal  by  his  concern  are  uiulcr  way. 
Nat  G.  Taylor,  Johnson  City,  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company. 

The  Knoxz'illc  Times,  projected  new 
morning  daily,  will  start  publication  in 
the  near  future,  it  was  stated.  J.  A. 
I)unn,  formerly  with  the  Journal  for  40 
years,  will  be  editor  and  R.  P.  Suite,  of 
Newport,  will  he  managing  editor. 

Col.  Luke  Lea  and  Rogers  Caldwell, 
Nashville  financiers,  published  the  Jour¬ 
nal  prior  to  receivership  proceedings 
which  were  brought  about  liy  the  collapse 
of  Caldwell  &  Co.  a  year  ago.

Typograpbical  Union  Refuses  to  Ac¬ 
cept  10  Per  Cent  Wage  Cut 
as  Contrary  to  Rules — 

Park  Explains  Act 

(Hy  tciciirafh  to  Editor  &  Puiii-ishek) 

R.m.eigh,  N.  C.,  Jan.  28. — After  two 
days  of  oiieration  with  a  non-union  com¬ 
posing  room  for  the  first  time  in  more 
than  50  years,  John  A.  Park,  publisher, 
Raleinh  Times,  announced  today  condi¬ 
tions  were  normal  and  tliat  regular 
operations  were  going  on  with  all  edi¬ 
tions  on  time. 

Composing  room  employes  of  the 
Times  were  notified  last  Saturday  that 
there  would  he  a  10  jier  cent  reduction 
in  wages. 

Other  members  of  the  organization 
accepted  a  reduction  last  March. 

Officials  of  the  Tyixigraphical  I'nion 
called  on  Times  executives  and  said  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  proposed  reduction  would 
he  "in  violation  of  International  Union 
rules.”  Mr.  Park  offered  to  try  a  45- 
hoiir  week  instead  of  42-hoiirs.  This 
plan  was  rejecteti. 

^[r.  Park  on  Monday  morning  an¬ 
nounced  the  change  from  union  to  a  non¬ 
union  sho))  and  .said  a  union  card  would 
in  the  future  bar  a  workman  from  his 
shop.  Nineteen  employes  left  their  jobs. 

.According  to  circulation  manager, 
Charles  Herring,  the  Times  circulation 
now  is  in  e.xccss  of  last  week’s.  Local 
advertising  also  has  attained  a  record 
during  the  past  two  days,  it  was  claimed. 
Commenting  on  the  situation,  Mr.  Park, 
former  president  of  the  Southern  News¬ 
paper  Publishers’  .Association,  said  ; 

"Although  our  union  friends  say  that 
we  have  made  a  mistake,  I  am  firmly 
convinced  that  we  have  adopted  the  right 
policy,  one  that  should  have  been  fol¬ 
lowed  many  years  ago.  So  far  the  ad¬ 
vantages  are  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
drawbacks,  and  we  are  jircpared  to  see 
the  situation  through.” 

UNION  DISPUTE  SETTLED 

St.  Louis  Pressmen  Continue  Eight- 
Hour  Day,  Seven-Hour  Night 

Klmer  R.  Stoll,  secretary,  St.  Louis 
Newspaper  Puldishcrs’  ,\ssociation,  has 
just  settled  a  long-standing  dispute  be¬ 
tween  the  publishers  and  St.  Ixiuis  W’eh 
Pressmen’s  Union  No.  .58  hy  concilia¬ 
tion.  The  controversy  had  been  pending 
since  November,  19.50.  and  had  been  arbi- 
traterl  unsuccesslnlly  once  and  submitted 
to  the  arbitration  Ixiard  of  the  .American 
Newspaper  Publishers’  .Association. 

The  agreement  arranged  by  Mr.  Stoll 
provides  for  continuance  of  the  eight- 
hour  day  and  seven-hour  night  and  a  con¬ 
cession  by  the  publishers  of  an  additional 
man  on  octuple,  decuple  and  double-sex¬ 
tuple  presses.  On  the  part  of  the  union, 
it  agreed,  as  a  concession,  to  make  at¬ 
tempts  to  effect  saving  of  white  print 
paper  in  the  handling.

PROPAGANDA  MACHINE 
AIMS  AT  EMPLOYERS 

Dailies  Asked  to  Donate  Space  in 
Drive  of  Legion,  A.F.L.  and  Na¬ 
tional  Advertisers  to  Put 
Men  Back  in  Jobs 


Certain  forces  of  publicity  which 
were  brought  into  play  during  the  World 
\\  ar  in  the  Committee  on  Public  Infor¬ 
mation  ^re  at  work  again,  this  time  with¬ 
out  government  auspices  hut  with  the 
nationalistic  aim  of  "restoring  a  million 
men  to  work  all  over  the  country’’  and 
thus  hel])  to  restore  normal  economic 
conditions. 

'I'lie  .American  Legion,  through  10,800 
local  committees,  is  tlic  backlione  of  the 
movement.  CcKiperating  with  it  are  the 
American  Federation  of  Uilxir,  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  National  Advertisers,  and 
numerous  business  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions. 

Carl  I’.yoir,  pnhlislier  of  the  Havana 
Post  and  I  eletiram.  press  agent  for  the 
C  nhan  Tourist  C'ommission,  and  former 
war-time  associate  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Public  Information,  is  the 
director  of  organization.  Lee  Bristol,  of 
the  Bristol-.Myers  Company,  makers  of 
Ipana  tiKithpaste,  Ingram's  shaving 
cream  and  other  cliemical  iiriKiiicts,  who 
is  also  president  of  the  .Association  of 
National  Advertisers,  is  a  memlier  of 
the  central  group,  as  are  also;  I'red- 
erick  Miiriihy,  Minneapolis  Tribune  pub¬ 
lisher,  representing  newspapers;  William 
H.  Hewitt,  directing  the  work  among 
foreign  language  ncwsiKiiiers ;  A.  C. 
Pearson,  representing  magazine  pulilish- 
ers ;  Kerwin  H.  Fulton,  outdoor  adver¬ 
tising  ;  I'rank  Case,  organizing  the  artists 
as  he  did  in  the  war  emergency ;  and 
t  harles  Spencer  1  lart,  motion  pictures. 

The  plan,  already  in  o])eration,  is  to 
adapt  to  a  national  scale  the  methcxls  suc¬ 
cessfully  worked  out  hy  certain  com¬ 
munities,  notably  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in 
relieving  the  IcK'al  unemployment  situa¬ 
tion.  I'.mployers  everywhere  are  being 
aiiproached,  following  a  barrage  of  pub¬ 
licity,  and  are  urged  to  increa.se  the 
numher  of  their  workers  as  much  as 
IMissililc.  at  least  ten  per  cent.  If  they 
cannot  do  this  they  are  asked  to  spread 
the  work  available  thus  proviiling  em- 
ploymet  for  more  men  witli  .substantially 
the  same  iiayroll.  This  accomplished, 
and  the  forces  behind  the  plan  are  con¬ 
fident  that  it  will  be  accomplished,  it  is 
exiiected  that  those  now  hoarding  money, 
seeing  the  return  of  men  to  their  jobs, 
will  become  confident  of  the  future  and 
will  loosen  tlieir  pursestrings  to  make 
deferred  imrchases,  which,  together  with 
the  imrchasing  power  of  those  restored 
to  work,  will  bring  hack  business  nor¬ 
mality  to  this  depressed  country. 

‘The  country  has  been  told  and  now 
fully  realizes  that  this  is  an  emergency 
as  great  as  war,”  Henry  L.  Stevens,  Jr., 
national  commander  of  the  .American 
Legion  .said  in  a  statement.  Matthew 
W’oll,  vice-president  American  F'alcra- 
tion  of  I.abor,  put  it  this  way :  “.As  we 
went  into  the  W’orld  War  to  insure 
freedom  forever,  we  go  into  this  war 
against  unemployment  to  make  that  free- 
<lom  live  in  every  American  home.” 

To  arouse  the  country  to  the  emerg¬ 
ency  a  central  administrative  grfiup  has 
established  it.self  in  the  Hotel  Biltmorc, 
New  A’ork.  There  in  a  large  suite  of 
riKims,  and  with  a  ballroom  held  in  re¬ 
serve,  every  available  means  of  public¬ 
ity  is  being  conscripted  to  make  the 
campaign  a  success. 

The  chart  of  the  organization  shows 
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that,  in  addition  to  the  above  group,  the 
utilization  of  radio,  advertising  agencies, 
car  cards,  direct  by  mail  advertising, 
window  display,  newspaiiers,  trade  papers, 
agricultural  and  religious  publications, 
newspai)er  features  services,  news  pic¬ 
ture  services,  women's  clubs,  churches, 
etc.,  is  idanned.  Newspapers  occupy  a 
prominent  place  on  the  chart.  L.  M. 
Nichols,  Hrislow  (Okla.)  Record,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Editorial  Associa- 
tioti,  is  directing  work  among  the  weekly 
papers.  The  Bell  Syndicate,  the  .Wt<' 
i'ork  Herald  Tribune  syndicate  and  Pub¬ 
lishers  Autocaster  Service  are  listed  on 
tlie  iKiard  as  cooperating  with  the  organi¬ 
zation. 

The  iiewspaix?rs  were  asked  to  contri- 
l>ute  a  two-column  1k)x  to  run  on  page 
one  every  dav  during  the  campaign,  tell¬ 
ing  of  the  number  of  men  put  to  work 
in  their  locality  and  in  the  nation,  and 
telling  further  details  of  the  campaign’s 
progress.  A  letter  in  telegraphic  style, 
was  sent  to  every  daily  new.spai)er  in  the 
country  last  week,  signt“d  by  Lee  Bristol. 

I  bis  letter  read : 

"The  Association  of  National  ^dver- 
ti.sers  in  cooperation  with  the  American 
1^-gion  and  the  American  Federation  of 
l^aixjr  have  opened  headquarters  at  the 
Biltmore  Hotel  to  inaugurate  a  nation¬ 
wide  movement  to  secure  employment  for 
a  million  wage  earners  now  unemployed 
and  to  carry  out  a  sustained  program  for 
the  re-establishment  of  public  confidence 
and  the  resumption  of  normal  buying. 

1  hese  organizations  have  already  secured 
the  assurance  of  c<x)i)eration  of  over  8()() 
magazines.  The  Outdoor  Advertising 
Groups,  280  newspapers  and  magazines 
comprising  the  Labor  Press  and  the 
1-oreign  language  press.  We  are  organ¬ 
izing  10,8(K>  community  committees  and 
the  whole  force  of  this  Association,  of  the 
i'ktnerican  lu^gion  and  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Lalxjr  will  be  put  l)ehind 
this  movement.  We  would  like  to  know 
if  your  pai)er  will  join  in  this  effort  by 
devoting  each  day  during  the  campaign 
a  four-inch  double  column  box  on  page  1 
to  carry  the  daily  instructions  to  the  local 
committees  as  well  as  the  daily  reiwrts 
on  the  numl)er  of  wage  earners  employi^ 
as  a  result  of  each  day’s  effort.  We 
would  also  want  you  |)ersonally  to  act 
as  a  member  of  the  Local  Committee  in 
New  York.  We  would  appreciate  very 
much  a  wire  from  you  and  request  that 
yi>u  regard  the  whole  matter  confiden¬ 
tially  and  give  the  movement  no  pub¬ 
licity  for  the  present.” 

Following  receipt  of  this  letter  by 
new.spai)ers,  some  i)ublishers  pointed  out 
that  the  demand  for  so  much  dominant 
front  page  space  coming  from  an  organi¬ 
zation  apart  from  the  government,  was 
unprecedented.  The  question  as  to 
whether  newspai)ers  should  use  this 
method  to  stress  optimistic  news,  with¬ 
out  taking  into  consideration  the  darker 
side  of  the  depression  picture,  was  also 
raised. 

Ej)itor  &  Plblisher’s  repre.sentative 
leafed  through  some  400  of  the  replies 
to  this  message  received  at  the  Biltmore. 
Most  of  the  publishers  showed  great 
eagerness  to  do  their  “bit”  in  the  drive, 
although  some  of  them  made  reserva¬ 
tions.  Many  were  willing  to  serve  on 
the  local  committees. 

Carl  Byoir,  an  enthusiastic  propa¬ 
gandist,  whose  former  activities  have  in¬ 
cluded  acting  as  public  relations  counselor 
for  President  Masaryk  of  Czechoslovakia, 
and,  with  Edward  L.  Bernays,  conduct¬ 
ing  a  publicity  campaign  for  the  inde- 
))endence  of  Lithuania,  told  1-j)itok  & 
Publisher  that  funds  for  the  unemploy¬ 
ment  drive  so  far  had  lieen  ’’practically 
unnecessary,”  since  all  the  work  and 
material  so  far  had  lieen  donated,  in¬ 
cluding  the  ex])ensivc  headquarters  at  the 
Biltmore. 

What  actual  monetary  ex])cnses  would 
Ik?  necessary,  he  said,  would  lie  l>orne  by 
the  American  Ixgion.  He  himself,  he 
said,  as  well  as  the  other  workers  have 
donated  their  services  for  patriotic  rea¬ 
sons. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  drive,  while 
not  sponsored  by  the  government,  dove¬ 
tailed  nicely  into  the  program  outlined 
by  the  President’s  Organization  on  Un¬ 
employment  Relief.  This  committee’s 
first  recommendation  stipulated  that 
"united  national  action  to  encourage 


every  American  citizen  now  employed  to 
resume  normal  buying  ...  is  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  hopeful  program  to  con¬ 
structively  increase  employment.” 

Mr.  Byoir  was  "called  in,”  he  said,  to 
direct  the  same  kind  of  publicity  machine 
that  oiierated  during  the  war. 

’’.■Xt  that  time,”  he  said,  "we  had  the 
greatest  machinery  for  carrying  messages 
to  the  public  that  ever  existed.  Our  job 
now  is  to  duplicate  the  machine,  or, 
rather,  call  it  back  into  being.  I  con¬ 
fidently  exiiect  that  our  machine  here  will 
be  greater  than  the  former  one. 

”1  e.vix'ct  now  that  the  public  and  busi¬ 
ness  will  resiKtnd  to  our  efforts  to  the 
extent  of  their  capacity,  just  as  they  did 
during  the  war.  We  have  just  started 
oiierating,  and  the  immediate  reaction 
convinces  me  that  the  appeal  for  united 
action  will  go  across.” 

Mr.  Byoir  said  his  heart  was  in  the 
work,  and  that  his  motives  were  purely 
patriotic.  "Pm  hard-lwiled  when  it 
comes  to  reacting  to  gross  figures  on  un¬ 
employment,”  he  said,  "but  recently  com- 
lietent  men  who.se  ability  I  know  have 
been  coming  to  me.  and  I  have  actually 
seen  them  deteriorate  mentally  and 
lihysically  from  idleness.  I  did  what  I 
could  for  them  then,  and  when  I  saw 
a  chance  for  doing  so  much  good  on  such 
a  broad  scale  I  welcomed  it.  I  was 
glad  to  give  un  my  iiersonal  business  to 
align  mvself  with  such  a  worthy  cause.” 

Mr.  Byoir  praised  the  response  of  the 
newspapers  to  the  organization’s  appeal. 
.\sked  how  he  exf^cted  to  distribute  na¬ 
tionally  the  nation’s  figures  on  restored 
employment.  Mr.  Byoir  .said  that  when 
the  plan  liecomes  operative,  the  press  as¬ 
sociations  would  likely  carry  the  figures 
f»n  the  basis  of  news.  He  had  not  talked 
to  press  association  executives  yet,  he 
said,  and  would  not  until  he  had  some 
news  to  offer  them.

An  outline  of  the  essentials  of  the  con¬ 
troversy,  as  seen  by  the  A.B.C.  manage¬ 
ment,  has  been  prepared  and  sent  to 
members  of  the  newspaper  division  oi 
the  Bureau. 

It  review's  the  principal  objections  oi 
imblishers  to  the  Bureau’s  policy  of  ke^ 
ing  sources  of  information  in  outside  in¬ 
vestigations  confidential  and  its  own 
reasons  for  such  procedure.  It  points  out 
that,  even  though  pledges  of  immunity 
are  given  employes  from  whom  possible 
incriminating  information  might  be 
received,  these  employes  will  refuM  to 
talk,  if  they  think  their  identities  will  be 
revealed.  Agreeing  that  the  premises 
on  which  the  publishers’  objections  to 
secrecy  are  based  on  sound,  the  Bureau 
jxsints  out  that  the  cutting  off  of  valu¬ 
able  sources  of  information  which  it  is 
certain  would  result  if  secrecy  were 
abolished,  would  be  harmful  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  outside  investigations.  The 
outline  reminded  members  that  outside 
investigations  are  made  only  when  a 
publisher  susisects  his  competitor  of  un¬ 
fair  practices,  and  that  publishers  should 
be  unwilling  to  destroy  this  means  of 
exposing  such  activities.

UNION  CARBIDE  DRO^ 
COMMISSION  DEMAND 

Papers  Which  Conceded  to  Deduct 
Agency  Allowances  for  Com¬ 
pany  Are  Told  to  Re¬ 
turn  Contracts 

The  Union  Carbide  Coniiwny,  which 
through  its  teclinical  publicity  deiiartnient 
recently  demanded  that  business  papers 
give  it  the  same  commission  on  advertis¬ 
ing  that  they  allow  to  agencies,  has  with¬ 
drawn  its  re<iuest,  it  became  known  this 
week.  Papers  which  had  accepted  its 
terms  and  agreed  to  detluct  agency  com¬ 
mission  from  bills  for  space  have  been 
notitied  to  return  the  contracts  for  can¬ 
cellation  and  receive  instead  new  orders 
for  space  at  regular  rates. 

This  action  was  taken  despite  accept¬ 
ance  of  contracts  at  net  rates  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  pajjers,  said  to  be  at  least  24.  Xo 
statement  could  be  obtained  from  tbe 
Union  Carbide  Company  on  its  reasons 
for  reversing  itself.  Publishers  and 
agency  men  said  general  acceptance  of 
the  com])any’s  stand  would  open  the  door 
to  recognition  of  house  agencies  with  pos¬ 
sibly  a  serious  effect  ultimately  on  the 
whole  agency  situation. 

The  technical  publicity  department  of 
the  Union  Carbide  Company  prepares  and 
places  advertising  for  balf  a  dozen  com¬ 
panies.  which,  although  not  subsidiaries 
of  Union  Carbide,  are  associated  with  it. 

The  general  advertising  of  the  National 
Carbon  Company,  handled  by  X.  \V. 
Ayer  &  Son  was  not  concerned. 

The  agency  relations  committee  of  the 
.\ssociated  Rusiness  Papers,  headed  by 
Edgar  Kol»ak  of  the  McCraw-Hill  Com- 
l)any.  will  meet  Feb.  1  to  form  standards 
of  recognition  for  agencies  and  determine 
wbo  is  eligible  ff)r  commissions.  ^^r. 
Kobak  made  it  plain  that  the  committee 
had  not  taken  action  on  the  Union 
Carbide  case  specifically,  but  is  seeking 
to  formulate  the  first  written  code  as 
guide  for  member  pat)ers. 

The  Mc<iraw-Hill  Company  itself, 
which  rejected  the  Union  Carbide  pro¬ 
posal  on  l)ehalf  of  its  only  pai)er  which 
gives  agency  commission,  also  will  make 
a  formal  anufumcement  of  its  poshion, 
said  Mr.  Kobak.

Sylvester  Blish, 
president,  issued  a  statement  on  behalf 
of  the  association  denying  that  its  mem¬ 
bers  felt  any  resentment  at  the  rules 
recently  posted  at  the  Colgate- Palmolive- 
Peet  advertising  office.  The  rules,  as 
reported  in  Kiutor  &  Puiilisher  for 
Jan.  16,  included  one  which  said:  ‘Tn 
order  to  give  everyone  a  checking  as 
soon  as  possible,  there  will  not  be  time 
tor  argunients."  Several  representatives 
told  Editor  &  Puiu-ISHkr  at  the  time 
that  they  considered  this  a  slight  to 
them,  although  naturally  they  did  not 
care  to  be  iiuoted  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  Blish’s  statement,  made  in  a  let¬ 
ter  to  Editor  &  Prni.isHKR.  said: 

"It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this 
association  that  the  article  which  ap- 
I)eared  in  the  Jan.  16  issue  of  Editor  & 
Pi  bi.isher  did  not  in  any  way  represent 
the  opinion  or  ideas  of  the  Newspaper 
Representatives  Association  of  Chicago. 

"The  experience  of  the  members  of 
this  association  with  Mr.  \'ictor  I'abian, 
advertising  manager  of  the  Colgate- 
Palmolive- Peet  Company,  and  with  other 
ollicials  of  that  company,  is  that  e.x- 
treme  courtesy  always  has  been  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  ncwsiiaper  representatives 
of  this  city. 

"There  was  a  full  understanding  on 
our  part  that  Mr.  Fabian’s  method  of 
handling  the  details  of  the  Colgate- 
Palmolive- Peet  Company  advertising  at 
this  time  was  merely  an  effort  on  his 
part  to  conserve  not  only  his  own  time 
but  the  time  of  the  newspaper  repre¬ 
sentatives. 

"Our  experience  with  this  advertiser 
has  been  that  every  opportunity  is  given 
at  all  times  throughout  the  year  to  dis¬ 
cuss  any  and  all  markets  and  media.” 

Henry  Slamin,  of  the  Chicago 
office  of  George  A.  McDevitt  Company, 
publishers’  representatives,  gave  this  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  posting  of  the  rules  : 

"The  reason  that  no  argument  could 
be  heard  on  newspaper  situations  on 
that  day  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Fabian  had  made  aiiiiointments  with 
representatives  every  ten  minutes  tn  give 
them  information  on  schedules  that  were 
to  lie  released.  He  gave  complete 
cWkings  on  every  newspaiier  in  the 
cities  scheduled,  which  to  my  mind  is 
very  beneficial  since  it  gives  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  all  the  information  possible 
and  this  system  of  giving  competitive 
checkings  isn’t  done  bv  many  advertis¬ 
es.

CONTEMPT  LAW  CHANGE 
SOUGHT  IN  OHIO 

Sigma  Delta  Chi  Chapter  Would 

Prohibit  Aggrieved  Judge  from 
Hearing  Indirect  Cases  In¬ 
volving  Newspapers 

(.By  telegrat'h  to  Editor  &  Pcblishkr) 

CoLU.MBLS,  ().,  Jan.  26. — Advocating 
a  change  in  the  contempt  laws  in  Ohio 
affecting  newspapers,  the  Ohio  State 
Chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi  passed  a 
resolution  totlay  to  the  effect  that  a 
special  judge  be  appointed  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor,  legislature  or  by  the  bench  itself 
to  hear  all  contempt  of  court  cases  in 
Ohio  in  which  newspapers  are  the  de¬ 
fendants. 

The  resolution  reads :  “Resolved,  that 
the  present  Ohio  contempt  of  court 
law  be  alxilished  or  changed  and  in  its 
stead  a  new  law  shall  be  passetl  wherein 
it  will  be  providetl  that  a  siK'cial  judge 
shall  be  apixiinteil  to  hear  and  judge  all 
constructive,  newspaper  contempt  of 
court  actions.” 

The  chapter  plans  to  take  steps  at 
once  to  force  a  change  in  the  contempt 
law.  Its  members  intend  to  solidify  the 
opinions  of  newspaper  editors  and  pub¬ 
lishers,  lawyers,  ministers,  women’s 
clubs,  and  other  organizations  into  an 
appeal  for  the  suggestevl  change.

Sponsor  Are  Fewer  Still — Gallup  Advocates  Use  of 
Newspaper  Space  to  Promote  Programs

“This  information  can  lie  utilized  in 
two  ways,”  Prof,  (iallup  explained.  “The 
facts  can  Ije  used  first  to  curb  extrava¬ 
gant  claims  about  radio  coverage,  and, 
second,  to  turn  the  situation  to  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  newspaper,  and,  incident¬ 
ally.  of  the  radio.” 

Prof.  Gallup  observed  that  all  of  the 
direct  checks  on  radio  programs  which 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year 
point  to  the  small  actual  coverage  offered 
by  the  radio  to  the  advertiser,  in  contra¬ 
distinction  to  the  rosy  picture  presented 
by  questionnaires  and  by  a  number  of 
radio's  staunchest  advocates.  Actual 
surveys  of  radio  listeners  show  the  ad¬ 
vertiser  that  his  dreams  of  reaching  mul¬ 
titudes  of  listeners  usually  have  no 
foundation  of  fact. 

“In  other  words,  while  the  potential 
audience  is  all.  or  very  nearly  all.  that 
enthusiasts  claim,  the  actual  audience  is 
but  a  small  part  of  this,”  said  Prof.  Gal¬ 
lup.  “Of  every  1(K)  typical  .American 
families,  roughly  a  fifth  arc  not  at  home 
on  a  given  evening ;  a  fourth  of  these  do 
not  own  radio  sets.  Half  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  60  haven’t  their  sets  turned  on.  The 
audience  r'>nresented  by  the  30  families 
who  are  listening,  is  divided  among  all 
the  programs  on  the  air;  and  only  a

The  advertiser  can  make  a  start  in 
checking  his  costs  per  l.fKX)  listeners  by 
following  the  simple  procedure  which 
Prof.  Gallun  has  developed.  The  method 
involves  calling  persons  on  the  telephone, 
during  the  actual  time  of  the  broadcast, 
and  asking  the  following  questions : 

1.  Does  the  individual  have  a  radio 
set? 

2.  If  so.  is  it  turned  on.  or  was  it 
when  the  telephone  rang? 

3.  Does  the  listener  know  who  spon¬ 
sors  the  program,  or  what  product  is 
being  advertised  ? 

4.  Does  he  know  from  what  station 
the  program  is  being  broadcast  ? 

The  calls  must  be  made  during  the 
actual  time  of  the  broadcast,  he  pointed 
out.  in  order  to  be  entirely  reliable.  The 
persons  doing  the  telephoning  must  also 
keen  a  careful  check  of  the  number  of 
persons  not  at  home,  in  order  to  elim¬ 
inate  the  first  group  from  the  potential 
audience,  in  establishing  the  size  of  the 
actual  audience.  Ry  selecting  names  to 
he  called  from  among  telephone  subscrib¬ 
ers  only,  a  group  of  slightiv  higher  than 
average  buying  power  will  be  reached. 
Due  allowance  should  be  made  for  that 
factor,  he  said. 

Since  one  girl  can  make  about  20  calls 
an  hour,  the  expenses  of  such  a  check  are 
obviously  insignificant.  Likewise.^  the 
method  offers  the  advantage  of  cutting  a 
true  cross-section  of  actual  listeners. 
Other  methods  such  as  checking  bv 
wrappers  and  coupons  sent  in.  bv^  calling 
the  next  day  to  nuestion  individuals 
about  the  programs  heard  the  night_  be¬ 
fore,  or  hv  sending  out  ouestionnaires, 
do  not  offer  as  reliable  a  picture  as  the 
“on-the-snot”  coverage.

Prof.  Gallup  has  obtained  ronipai">b1e 
information  on  newspaper  advertising 
bv  a  survev  method  he  has  devised,  which 
was  described  in  a  previous  article  in 
EniTOR  &-  Pt'bi.tshkr. 

“The  mere  expenditure  of  monev  in  a 
newspaper  does  not  assure  an  advertiser 
that  he  is  going  to  reach  all  the  readers 
of  that  paper,  any  more  ♦ban  a  radio  ad- 
vertise*-  can  hone  to  reach  all  those  who 
own  radio  sets.”  concluded  Prof.  Gallun. 
“In  the  final  analysis,  it  is  a  matter  of 
checking  the  reader  interest  of  that  par¬ 
ticular  advertisement,  as  compared  with 
the  listener  interest  of  a  particular  radio 
program  sponsored  by  an  advertiser.  The 
cost  of  reaching  the  actual  newspaper 
audience  as  against  the  cost  of  reaching 
the  actual  radio  audience  should  then  de¬ 
termine  which  medium  is  more  profitable 
for  the  advertiser.”

POPULARITY  CONTESTS 
STIMULATING  TRADE 

Newspaper*  in  40  Cities  Co-operati^ 

With  Merchants  in  Voting  Pl^g 
With  Bermuda  Trip  as  Prize 
— Backed  by  Agency 

A  business  stimulator  popularity  eltc. 
tion  plan  is  now  in  progress  in  40  citie 
representing  nine  central  states,  undg 
the  joint  auspices  of  local  newspapers 
and  merchants.  A  similar  plan  ms 
successfully  carried  out  in  34  cities  in 
four  midwest  states  during  the  latter 
half  of  1931.  As  a  result  of  these  elec¬ 
tions  some  young  woman  receives  atrip 
to  Bermuda  and  additional  prizes  are 
awarded  to  runners-up.  I 

Kenneth  C.  Smith,  of  Matteson-Fo-  ^ 
garty-Jordan  Company,  Chicago  ageim- 
that  furnishes  the  promotion  materiai. 
declared  that  in  addition  to  the  prestige 
and  credit  a  publisher  receives  for 
having  sponsored  a  project  that  stimu¬ 
lates  the  business  of  the  city,  from  i 
monetary  standpoint,  he  receives  5,000 
lines  of  promotional  advertising  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  agency,  local  advertising 
and  certain  direct  profits  from  the  sale 
of  ballots  to  the  merchants. 

“The  full  co-operation  of  the  Iral 
merchants’  association  is  obtained  before 
the  contest  is  started.”  explained  Mr. 
Smith.  “This  means  that  the  merchants 
agree  to  buy  the  ballots  before  any  of 
the  promotional  plans  are  launched  ami 
the  contest  is  self-supporting  after  it 
gets  under  way.  Money  from  the  sale 
of  ballots  pays  for  the  prize  trips  and 
the  other  incidental  expenses.” 

The  contests  usually  last  six  weeks, 
with  100  votes  given  with  every  $1  pur¬ 
chase  or  paid  on  account.  The  winners 
from  various  cities  go  in  parties,  undr 
the  chaperonage  of  the  railroads  and 
steamship  lines. 

“By  the  use  of  travel  prizes,  rathr 
than  cash  or  merchandise,  the  ageno 
aims  to  attract  the  interest  of  transpor¬ 
tation  conii)anies  to  the  small  city  as  an 
important  market  for  travel  customers 
and  eventually  to  influence  the  placinc 
of  travel  advertisin.g  in  the  small  cip 
newspaper.”  explained  Mr.  Smith. 

The  results  of  the  contests  held  to  date 
have  been  more  than  gratifying,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  received 
numerous  letters  from  local  publishers 
and  merchants.  Nearly  40.000,000  votes 
were  cast  in  the  Terre  Haute  ponularity 
election,  with  100  co-operating  mer¬ 
chants.  In  fialesburg.  25,000.000  votes 
were  cast  and  75  merchants  participated. 
■At  the  present  time  the  Evansville  find.' 
Conrier-.l ourno!  is  sponsoring  a  contest 
and  has  already  rcf|uested  50.000, P 
ballots.  The  Clinton  (la.)  //cruW  holds 
the  record,  with  116  merchants  co¬ 
operating.

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THIS  RETAIL  WORLD 

A  Synopsis  of  Developments  of  ^Particular  Interest  to 
Newspaper  Executives 


By  WILLIAM  NELSON  TAFT.

OUTLINING'  recently  the  questions 
of  immediate  importance  to  retail 
stores  and  the  larger,  progressive  (big 
advertising)  .stores  in  piarticular,  Dr. 
Paul  H.  Nystrom,  Professor  of  Market¬ 
ing  at  Coinmbia  University,  cataloged 
them  as ; 

1— That  each  individual  retailer  deter¬ 
mine  the  actual  protit-building  qualities 
of  the  commodities  he  handles  and  the 
customers  he  serves. 

2— That  he  adopt  a  new  concept  of  the 
store  personnel  to  include  the  fitting  of 
expenditures  for  executives’  salaries  and 
wages  to  pre.sent  possibilities  of  costs 
and  profit,  developing  a  definite  schedule 
of  work  for  each  employe  and  adopting 
a  system  of  some  sort  designed  to  edu¬ 
cate  his  personnel  along  better  selling 
lines. 

,V-That  he  leave  no  stone  unturned  to 
work  out  a  solution  of  the  rental  prob¬ 
lem.  permitting  rents  to  be  adjusted  to 
changing  conditions. 

4— That  he  reconsider  the  kinds  of 
lines  that  he  can  profitably  handle,  with 
a  view  to  taking  on  new  lines  if  advis¬ 
able  or  dropping  some  of  those  he  is  now 
handling  if  they  are  unprofitable. 

*  ♦  * 

IN'  line  with  Prof.  Xystrom’s  fourth 
recommendation  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  Hartman  Corporation, 
which  has  for  years  operated  a  chain  of 
furniture  and  house  furnishing  stores 
throughout  the  middle  west,  will  shortly 
establish  a  department  in  their  main 
store  devoted  to  women’s  apparel,  selling 
this  for  cash  only,  in  striking  contrast 
to  the  open  account  and  installment  pay¬ 
ment  privileges  open  to  patrons  of  the 
other  departments. 

Offhand,  women’s  wear  would  not 
appear  to  be  a  logical  running  mate  for 
furniture  but.  e.specially  these  days,  you 
never  can  tell.  Adversity  is  making  a 
lot  of  strange  retail  bed-i'ellows,  though 
it’s  doubtful  if  there  are  any  stranger 
than  the  two  fish-and-millinery  stores 
uncovered  by  the  Trial  Census  of  Distri¬ 
bution  in  lialtimore  in  1926.  Hartman’s, 
however,  feels  that  the  ai)parel  sections 
will  draw  a  number  of  women  to  their 
store  and,  since  this  department  will  be 
located  in  the  basement,  customers  will 
have  to  pass  a  lot  of  tempting  bargains 
in  housefurnisliings  to  get  to  them. 
Moreover,  the  department  is  to  be  of  the 
self-service  type,  which  means  that  little 
overhead  will  be  involved  and  the  idea 


can  be  scrapped  almost  overnight  if  it 
doesn’t  prove  successful.  Though  there 
are  few  furniture  stores  of  any  size  in 
the  country  which  handle  women’s  wear, 
there  are,  strange  to  .say,  several  which 
have  found  jewelry  to  be  an  excellent 
profit-building  sideline. 

*  *  * 

A  XOTHER  radical  development  of 
much  the  .same  tyi)e  is  the  ice  com¬ 
pany  in  the  middle  west  which  is  now 
selling  electric  refrigerators.  Competing 
with  itself !  Of  course  it  is.  But  who 
has  a  better  chance  to  observe,  note  and 
report  the  need  for  a  new  ice  box  than 
the  iceman?  .-Nnd,  having  noted  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall,  the  company  in 
question  intends  to  continue  to  sell  ice 
at  the  same  time  that  it  gets  a  firm  f(X)t- 
hold  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  new  and 
highly  promising  industry — one  which 
made  sales  of  $2.S0,(XX),()()0  last  year,  in 
spite  of  “conditions.” 

*  * 

^HK  drug  .store,  of  course,  still  re- 
mains  the  classic  example  of  adding 
sideline  after  sideline,  up  to  the  point 
where  it  now  freiiuently  has  more  “de- 
))artments”  than  the  average  department 
store.  Hut  it’s  doubtful  if  you  could 
guess  what  the  leading  department  of 
tcKlay’s  average  drug  store  is.  If  vou’re 
interested.  I’ll  be  glad  to  forward  figures 
on  sales  volume  in  different  sections  of 
the  store. 

*  *  * 

'C'  URTHKK  up-to-the-minute  data  on 
the  way  in  which  retail  prices  have 
dropped  are  now  available  from  the  new 
spring  and  summer  catalogs  of  Scars, 
Roel)iick  and  Montgomery  Ward,  the 
former  showing  price  cuts  of  from  11  to 
47  per  cent  from  the  same  book  of  a  year 
ago,  while  the  Montgomery  Ward  cata¬ 
log  includes  reductions  that  range  from 
16  to  66  per  cent  under  those  of  19.31. 

In  the  major  lines,  .Sears  has  slashed 
its  wearing  apparel  16  to  47  per  cent ; 
dry  goods,  2()  to  ,3.5  per  cent ;  home 
furnishings,  12  to  4t)  per  cent;  paints, 
roofing,  wallpaper,  etc.,  11  to  20  per 
cent,  hardware  and  farm  implements 
14  to  47  per  cent,  which  means  that 
they’ll  have  to  do  a  lot  more  business 
this  vear  than  last  in  order  to  break  with 
19.31' when  they  were  $4.3.(KK).(XX)  (11.1 
Iier  cent)  under  the  19.30  figure  and 
$9.3,()(K>.(XK)  below  their  1929  peak. 

Ward  sales  in  19.31  showed  an  even 
sharper  drop  in  comparison  to  the  year 


before,  slipping  $52,000,(XX)  ( 19.4  per 
cent)  and  $72,0(X).(XX)  below  1929.  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  patronage  of 
the  local  retail  stores  of  both  organiza¬ 
tions  increased  last  year  and  in  1930. 
It’s  a  good  thing  that  both  catalog 
houses  foresaw  the  approaching  decline 
in  mail-order  sales,  due,  in  large  part, 
to  the  popularity  of  the  automobile  and 
the  extension  of  good  roads  which  made 
it  much  easier  for  their  customers  to  get 
around  from  place  to  place — and  launch¬ 
ed  their  far-flung  systems  of  local  stores, 
where  goods  can  be  seen,  picked  up, 
handled  and  sold.  If  they  hadn’t,  their 
19.31  sales  drop  would  have  been  a  whole 
lot  sharper  than  it  was. 

♦  ♦  ♦ 

C’  \'F,X  since  chain  stores  stepped  into 
the  six)tlight  a  few  years  ago  they 
have  been  accused  on  all  sides  of  featur¬ 
ing  "loss  leaders” — goods  sold  below 
cost  of  handling — in  order  to  attract 
additional  patronage.  It  was  difficult, 
however,  to  say  how  widespread  this 
custom  was  until  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  made  its  recent  report  to 
the  Senate  on  this  phase  of  chain  store 
operation,  a  rejxvrt  which  indicates  that 
the  chains’  practise  of  using  loss  leaders 
as  hait  is  on  the  increase. 

Chain  organizations  operating  16.8  per 
cent  of  all  chain  stores  covered  in  the 
F'.T.C.  reiH)rt  followed  this  practise  in 
1929,  as  against  those  operating  14.8  per 
cent  of  the  chain  stores  in  1922.  Also, 
where  15  of  the  2()  kinds  of  chains  were 
“guilty”  of  this  practi.se  in  1922,  19  of 
them  were  doing  it  in  1928,  while  eight 
of  the  earlier  15  were  reported  to  be 
doing  more  of  it  than  they  had  si.x  years 
before. 

The  Trade  Commission’s  rc|x)rt  makes 
the  obvious  comment  that  “advertised 
brands  make  the  best  loss  leaders”,  only 
5  per  cent  of  the  chains  reix)rting  that 
they  occasionally  sell  iirivate-brand 
g(x)ds  at  less  than  actual  net  purchase 
cost.  Palmolive  soap.  Star  lard.  Max¬ 
well  House  coffee,  Jell-O,  Shredded 
Wheat,  Campbell’s  soups  and  Gold 
Medal  flour  are  the  favorite  items  on 
which  ])rice  is  cut  in  the  gnx-ery  field, 
the  Commission  declares,  with  Palmolive 
soap,  Ipana  t(x»thpaste.  I.isterine.  Bayer’s 
aspirin  and  Gillette  blades  the  leaders — 
in  more  than  one  sense — in  drug  stt)re.s. 
Strange  to  say,  the  variety  chains  arc 
charged  by  the  Commission  with  being 
the  most  flagrant  offenders  in  this  re¬ 
spect,  stores  of  this  kind  being  apparent¬ 
ly  “willing  to  sustain  record-breaking 
los.ses  on  advertised  comnKxlities  that  are 
ordinarilv  sold  in  other  retail  stores.”

TJOSH-?RY  is  a  major  sales  item  with 
department  and  women’s  wear 
stores  generally,  but  few  stores  know 
just  what  factf)rs  lead  in  obtaining  pat¬ 
ronage  for  their  hosiery  counters,  and. 


by  the  same  token,  what  factors  should 
be  emphasized  in  their  hosiery  advertis¬ 
ing.  The  results  of  a  survey  among  a 
thousand  average  store  customers  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  question  will  be  for¬ 
warded  upon  revpiest.  It  should  lead  to 
more  resultful  hosiery  advertising.

tr.Wli  you  noted  the  series  of  highly 
unusual  advertisements  which  Kauf- 
mann’s,  in  Pittsburgh,  is  running  on  the 
one  page  of  the  pajter  tliat  most  adver- 
ti.sers  overkx)k  entirely,  but  the  page 
that  probably  receives  more  reader  at¬ 
tention  than  any  other  in  the  paper — 
that  which  contains  the  comics? 

The  advertisements,  in  the  form  of  a 
comic  strip,  illustrate  the  adventures  of 
“Col.  Cherrio”,  an  oldish  sort  of  lad 
with  a  highly  human  temperament,  (five 
strip,  for  exanqvle,  shows  the  Colonel 
\veei)ing  copiously  before  a  sign  adver¬ 
tising  a  big  schexmer  of  beer  for  5c.  his 
passage  down  the  street  with  his  hand¬ 
kerchief  to  his  eyes,  his  entering  Kauf- 
mann’s  “Fpicure  Department”  with  long 
rows  of  interesting  Uxvking  Ixntles,  his 
tri])  homeward  in  which  a  bottle  in  his 
hand  narrowly  escapes  breakage,  his 
handing  the  bottle  to  his  butler  and, 
finally,  his  air  of  jx'rfect  content  as  he 
accepts  a  cocktail  from  the  same  butler. 
.\ot  a  word  of  dialog  ajvpears  in  the 
panels  but,  at  the  tx)ttom  of  the  strip 
are  the  words:  “The  body-blow,  when 
the  Colonel  runs  into  one  of  those  old- 
time  beer  signs!  He’s  all  hot  and  both¬ 
ered  until  he  wanders  into  Kaufmann’s 
F?|)icure  Department.  Xo,  sir —nothing 
alcoholic — just  the  flavors — hut  what 
flavors !” 

Kaufmann’s  Colonel  bids  fair  to 
become  one  of  the  standbyes  of  the  page 
on  which  it  appears  -and  if  there’s  the 
slightest  reason  why  somewhat  the  same 
idea  should  not  be  adot)ted  by  other 
stores,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  the 
advertiser  and  the  medinm  in  which  the 
copy  appears,  I,  for  one,  fail  to  .sec  it.

Rockefeller  has  more  wealth, 
Morgan  more  power.  .  .  .  Twenty  con¬ 
cerns  have  assets  each  of  more  than 
$1,000,000,000  ...  In  sales,  the  ‘billion- 
dollar  list  is  smaller :  A.  T.  &  T.,  Gen¬ 
eral  and  Ford  motors,  Standard  of  New 
Jersey,  U.  S.  Steel,  Metropolitan  and 
New  York  Life,  and  the  Great  Atlantic 
&  Pacific  Tea  Company.”  The  insurance 
companies.  A.  T.  &  T.,  Ford  and  .A.  &  P. 
don’t  fit  into  the  Wall  Street  picture; 
Mr.  Hughes  calls  the  first  two  “more 
socialistic”  than  the  concerns  with  closely 
held  stocks,  and  reminds  us  that  Ford 
and  ,A.  &  P.  are  strictly  family  concerns. 
Maybe  the  trend  is  not  so  certainly 
toward  monopoly — or  so  unquestionably 
to  Morgan-Rockefeller  domination.

door  closed.  .  .  The  schools  of  journalism, 

which  at  least  theoretically  have  always  had  the 
support  of  the  press,  are  actually  turninp:  out 
more  press  agents  than  newspapermen.  Thus 
the  bread  cast  upon  the  waters  bounces  back 
in  the  form  of  hricks.”

HEAR  BUSINESS  NEED 

Manufacturer,  Retailer  and  Newa- 
paperman  Must  Get  Together, 
Merchandiser  Says  at 
Syracuae  Meeting 

The  manufacturer,  the  retailer  and  the 
newspaper  advertising  man  must  put 
their  feet  under  the  same  table  and  do 
some  hard  tliinking;  and  when  they  do 
there  is  plenty  of  evidence  that  they  can 
all  do  some  profitable  business  during 
1932  That  is  what  advertising  men  on 
Xew  York  State  newspapers  were  told 
bv  expert  merchandisers  at  their  three- 
day  convention  in  Syracuse  this  week. 

The  convention  was  the  largest  of  the 
Advertising  Department  of  the  New  York- 
State  Publishers’  Association.  The 
principal  speakers  were  Gilbert  T. 
Hodges,  president.  Advertising  Federa¬ 
tion  of  American:  Gharles  W.  Mears, 
advertising  counselor;  J.  A.  Hirschman, 
advertising  manager.  Lord  &  Taylor, 
N’ew  York;  and  Walter  (i.  Hryan  of 
Xew  York,  head  of  the  Walter  G.  Bryan 
organization. 

Mr.  Hixlges  cited  case  after  case 
among  United  States  manufacturers  in 
which  it  t<K>k  only  some  thinking  and  an 
idea  to  pnKluce  business,  make  a  profit 
and  keep  their  employes  working.  “In 
each  instance.”  he  said,  “advertising  was 
one  of  the  most  indispensable  factors  in 
the  mercliandising  program.  It  was  ad¬ 
vertising  which  furnished  the  imnive 
power  for  constructive  ideas.” 

Speaking  for  the  retailer,  Mr.  Hirsch¬ 
man  said : 

"The  day  of  the  high  iK)wcred  sales¬ 
man  is  i«st,  1  want  the  advertising  .sales¬ 
man  to  know  s(tmething  about  his  paper, 
also  an  indication  of  his  knowledge  of 
my  business.  Throw  your  high  powered 
statistics,  charts  and  disks  into  the  dis¬ 
card;  the  other  fellow  in  town  comes  in 
and  shows  something  to  knock  yours  all 
hollow." 

Mr.  Hirschmati  declared  a  cleati  news- 
paiter  which  is  an  ititcgral  part  of  the 
community  and  interested  in  building  it 
up  is  what  the  merchandiser  of  long 
standing  is  interested  in. 

"Millions  of  dollars  are  wasted  every 
year  on  advertising  in  the  pretty  picture 
magazines  and  on  radio  crooners,”  Mr. 
Hirschman  maintained.  “(Jo  out  and  sell 
the  wholesalers.  The  manufacturer,  the 
newspaper  and  the  retailer  must  get  to¬ 
gether  for  C(Miperative  effort.” 

Mr.  Mears  summed  up  the  dcmatids  of 
the  time  as  better  merchandising.  He 
saw  t(K)  much  “distress  advertising’’  and 
dwlared  there  was  as  much  need  for 
demand  gcvKls"  advertising  as  ever. 

In  a  discussion  period,  Mr.  Hirsch¬ 
man  asserted  that  the  cutting  of  adver¬ 
tising  rates  is  not  going  to  hell)  business, 
nor  is  the  cutting  of  prices.

DIES  OF  INDIGESTION 

Chewing  Gum  Manufacturer  Built 
Huge  Fortune  by  Faith  in  Adver¬ 
tising — “Tell  ’Em  Quickly  and 

Often,’’  Wat  Hit  Motto 

AA’illiam  AA’rigley,  Jr.,  7l),  one  of  the 
greatest  adverti.sers  in  the  world,  capital¬ 
ist  and  sixirtsman,  died  Jan.  26  at  his 
winter  home  in  Phoenix,  .Ariz.  He  fell 
a  victim  on  Jan.  IS  to  an  ajxiplectic 
stroke,  following  an  attack  of  acute  in¬ 
digestion. 

The  death  of  Mr.  AA’riglcy  will  not 
alter  the  present  management  of  his 
business  interests,  according  to  word  from 
Plux-nix.  Philip  K.  AA  rigley,  his  son, 
president  of  the  AA’illiam  AA’rigley,  Jr. 
Co..  Chicago  chewing  gum  manufac¬ 
turers,  will  carry  on  witliout  changing 
the  jxilicies  or  iiersonnel  of  the  company, 
it  was  announced. 

The  fortune  of  AA’illiam  AA’rigley  was 
founded  on  a  five-cent  package  of  gum 
and  on  his  faith  in  advertising.  His  ad¬ 
vertising  motto  was :  “Tell  ’em  <|uick 
and  tell  ’em  often.”  He  fre<|uently  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  that  advertising  is 
like  running  a  furnace.  “A’ou’ve  got  to 
keep  on  shoveling  coal.”  he  said.  “Once 
you  stop  stoking,  the  fire  goes  out.” 

Estimates  by  his  associates  place  his 
wealth  between  .)()  and  KM)  million  dol¬ 
lars.  He  was  the  majority  stix'kholder 
in  the  AA’rigley  gum  company,  whose 
earnings  in  1930  exceeded  $12.(K)().(MH). 
He  was  well  known  as  the  owner  of  the 
Chicago  Cubs  ha.seball  team  and  the  Los 
•Angeles  club. 

AA’illiam  AA’rigley,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Ger¬ 
mantown.  Pa.,  on  Sept.  30.  IWil,  the  son 
of  a  prosperous  soap  manufacturer.  .At 
the  age  of  11  he  ran  away  to  New  A’ork 
and  there  established  bis  first  business  in 
the  form  of  a  newsstand  in  front  of  the 
.A'cti'  )'i>rk  Tribune  building.  Upon  bis 
return  home,  his  father  sent  him  on  the 
road  as  a  soai)  salesman.  He  came  to 
(  hicago  in  1S*)1  and  founded  his  own 
concern.  His  first  ]inxliict  of  manufac- 
tiire  was  baking  powtler.  He  offered 
gum  as  a  premium  to  baking  ixiwder 
sales.

Rates  Hold  Despite  Efforts  to  Depress — Dominating  Story  of  the  Year  Concerned  Hard 
Times  and  Efforts  to  Stem  Tide  and  Relieve  Suffering — Conditions  in  Other  Media 


A  year  of  terrific  upheavals  in  the  life  and 
affairs  of  the  nation  and  of  the  world  brought 
to  the  newspaper  fraternity  problems  and  trials 
»ithout  precedent  in  recent  times,  but  in  retrospect 
«  believe  it  accurate  to  state  that  no  branch  of 
industry  in  this  country  better  withstood  the  strain 
2Dd  shock  of  the  almost  universal  depression.  This 
is  to  be  accounted  for,  we  think,  by  the  fact  that  the 
nnk  and  file  of  newspapers  in  this  country  have,  dur¬ 
ing  the  post-war  hysteria,  kept  reasonably  clear  of 
tconomic  fallacies  and  the  type  of  investment 
ocploitation  which  has  caused  such  devastating  reac¬ 
tions  among  many  industrial  and  financial  institutions. 
Promotional  pyramid  builders  have  been  conspicuous 
b)-  their  absence  in  the  newspaper  business.  \Vhen- 
tser  the  high-finance  principle  has  been  applied  to 
journalism  it  has  met  with  doubtful  success.  So,  in 
truth,  the  newspaper  house  was  found  to  be  fairly 
well  in  order  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  the  gen- 
tral  economic  debacle,  the  press  condition  being  far 
ind  away  more  stable  than  all  rivals  in  advertising 
Mve  the  new  and  novel  radio  medium. 

Readers  of  the  Editor  &  Publisher  International 
Year  Book,  of  which  this  is  the  twelfth  annual  issue, 
will  find  herein  a  wealth  of  statistical  information 
bearing  upon  the  condition  of  the  newspaper  publish¬ 
ing  industry. 

The  high  essential  is  that  the  newspaper  has  held 
its  circulation,  despite  storm  and  stress,  in  re¬ 
markable  volume.  Here  are  the  comparative 
figures  for  the  whole  country :

It  will  be  noted  that  the  loss  in  daily  circulation 
from  1930  was  2.5  per  cent,  whereas  the  loss  in 
Sunday  circulation  was  2.7  per  cent. 

We  too  often  take  such  matters  for  granted  in  the 
newspaper  circle,  for  this  daily  saturation  of  the 
country  with  the  news  of  life  and  action  in  all  their 
phases  is  the  most  influential  single  cultural  force 
of  the  nation,  perhaps  to  be  reckoned  as  follows: 
The  total  number  of  families  in  the  United  States, 
according  to  the  1930  census,  is  29,980,146.  There¬ 
fore  it  may  be  said  that  one  and  one-third  daily  news¬ 
papers  are  made  and  sold  for  each  and  every  family 
in  the  country.  Approximately  five  Sunday  newspapers 
are  made  and  sold  for  every  six  families.  (In  this 
connection  we  have  accepted  the  census  figure  of  4.1 
as  constituting  the  average  American  family.) 

A  familiar  adage  in  newspaper  and  advertising 
circles  runs:  “Everybody  reads  newspapers.”  Our 
averages  indicate  that  this  is  almost  literally  the  fact. 
First,  the  daily  American  newspaper  is  almost  as  im¬ 
portant  to  family  welfare  as  the  common  necessities 
of  life — indeed,  in  a  judicial  prcxreeding  during  the 
year  was  actually  rated  as  a  life  necessity.  Par¬ 
ticularly  in  time  of  stress  and  uncertainty  do  the 
people  turn  to  the  newspaper  for  light,  leading  and 
relief.  It  is  a  printed  composite  of  the  human  experi¬ 
ence  and  is  priced  within  the  easy  purchasing  ability 
of  all  citizens.  America  is  the  leading  newspaper¬ 
reading  community  of  the  universe  and  nowhere  else 
is  so  great  dependence  put  upon  the  printed  word 
by  the  public. 

Though  the  year  saw  a  vast  number  of  bank¬ 
ruptcies  in  all  manner  of  businesses,  with  an 
appalling  mortality  among  banks,  there  was  no" 
conspicuous  case  of  newspaper  failure.  The  Neiv 
iork  World  was  sold  and  consolidated  with  .Wtc 
^ork  Telegram  and  admittedly  its  businesss  had  de¬ 
clined  heavily  in  recent  years,  but  this  cannot  be  said 
to  have  been  a  direct  product  of  the  depression. 
However,  through  the  merger  process,  whereby  loca. 
Sclds  are  often  cleared  for  more  effective  newspaper 
*ction,  the  total  number  of  newspapers  constantly  de 
dines.  Following  are  the  figures  for  three  years :

Advertising  rates  held  just  about  steady 
on  the  1929  basis  during  the  year,  despite  a  con¬ 
certed  and  at  times  seemingly  coercive  attempt 
upon  the  part  of  groups  of  advertisers  to  depress  the 
milline  rate.  This  was  one  of  the  most  vexatious 
issues  of  the  year.  The  usual  arguments  were  put 
forth  by  spokesmen  for  the  advertisers,  such  as  that 
production  costs  were  down.  Some  new  tactics  were 
undertaken.  One  influential  body,  through  a  spokes¬ 
man,  asserted  that  in  view  of  an  alleged  “20  per  cent” 
smaller  purchasing  power  it  had  been  found  necessary 
to  lower  the  prices'  of  commodities  and  asked  why 
it  was  that  newspapers  did  not  share  in  this  depression. 
From  other  sources  it  was  argued  that  national  ad¬ 
vertisers  should  be  entitled  to  lower  rates  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  linage  volume,  as  in  the  case  of  depart¬ 
ment  store  contract  business.  However,  many  news¬ 
papers  demonstrated  that  their  production  costs  had 
not  been  so  materially  reduced  as  to  warrant  a  lower 
milline  rate  without  impairing  public  newspaper 
service;  that  the  saving  on  newsprint  at  the  $5  lower 
rates  were  not  such  as  to  permit  of  a  lowering  of  ad¬ 
vertising  rates;  that  the  newspaper  advertising  busi¬ 
ness  is  naturally  dependent  upon  linage  volume  and 
that  had  seriously  declined  causing  heavy  losses  to 
the  press;  that  newspaper  rates  were  not  horizontally 
raised  when  commodity  prices  were  increased,  and 
therefore  should  not  be  lowered  to  accommodate 
shrinkage  in  commodity  prices;  that  national  adver¬ 
tising  rates  were  based,  in  general,  upon  local  rates  plus 
additional  cost  in  selling.  The  battle  for  lower  rates 
was  in  full  swing  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with  various 
claims  being  made  by  both  sides  to  the  argument. 

Newspaper  rates  for  advertising  are  temptingly  low 
for  any  distributor  of  merchandise  or  service  who 
has  something  to  sell  which  the  people  need  or  want 
and  who  shows  imagination  in  presenting  his  claims. 
According  to  our  Ready  Reckoner,  to  be  found  in 
this  issue,  the  total  agate  line  rate  for  the  384  morning 
newspapers  is  $36.82;  for  the  1,539  evening  newspapers 
it  is  $86.63  and  for  all  daily  newspapers  it  is  $123.45. 
An  agate  line  can  be  purchased  in  all  of  the  Sunday 
newspapers  for  $61.57.

In  reference  to  rates  it  should  be  stated  that  since 
January  1,  1932,  there  have  been  several  decreases, 
due  somewhat  less  to  the  “deflation”  agitation  than 
to  an  acknowledged  need  of  over-due  readjustment, 
which  will  probably  have  reduced  the  above  aggregate 
figures  about  10  cents  in  the  instance  of  the  daily 
,  rates,  and  about  6  cents  in  the  case  of  Sunday 
newspapers. 


The  havoc  that  the  year  wrought  in  the  news¬ 
paper  business  was  largely  through  advertising 
linage  reductions.  The  volume  of  advertising  in 
the  daily  press  of  the  country  fell  off  by  an  average 
of  9.7  per  cent  from  1930,  or  a  total  of  23  per  cent 
from  1929.  Considering  the  high  gear  in  which  the 
newspaper  vehicle  travels,  and  with  editors  showing 
stubborn  resistance  to  any  attempt  to  lower  the  stand¬ 
ards  of  service,  this  sharp  reduction  in  linage  in 
two  years  practically  eliminated  profits  in  more  news¬ 
paper  offices  than  we  dare  to  contemplate,  and  seri¬ 
ously  impaired  publishing  profits  all  along  the  line. 
However,  the  “no  surrender”  spirit  dominated  the 
craft  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Bad  as  was  this  conditiwi  the  picture  was  in  meas¬ 
ure  high-lighted  by  consideration  of  the  even  greater 
devastation  wrought  in  all  rival  advertising  media, 
except  radio.  Certainly  no  newspaper  man  would  find 


any  sense  of  satisfaction  in  the  sufferings  of  others, 
but  it  was  noteworthy  that  the  newspaper’s  relative 
stability  was  demonstrated  in  1931  to  a  nicety.  We 
quote  from  Standard  Statistics,  dated  Jan.  15,  1932: 
“The  aggregate  of  advertising  expenditures  in  1931 
decreased  more  than  15%  below  the  1930  total.  Out¬ 
door  advertising  incurred  the  most  severe  shrinkage 
of  over  25% ;  magazine  linage  declined  about  22% 
and  newspaper  linage  was  approximately  10%  lower. 
Radio  advertising,  on  the  other  hand,  enjoyed  an  in¬ 
crease  of  more  than  30%.  .  .  .  During  early  future 
months,  it  is  probable  that  the  great  bulk  of  advertis¬ 
ing  will  be  derived  from  such  staple  lines  as  foods, 
soft  drinks,  tobacco,  soaps,  housekeepers’  supplies  and 
drugs.  Most  other  industries,  in  our  judgment,  will 
continue  to  maintain  no  more  than  hand-to-mouth  ap¬ 
propriations,  and  in  the  aggregate,  sustained  recovery 
in  advertising  must  await  definite  general  busi¬ 
ness  improvement.  ...  In  the  magazine  division 
the  major  advertisers,  radio  and  machinery  and  me¬ 
chanical  supplies  led  the  decline,  with  expenditure 
shrinkages  of  about  50  per  cent  each ;  automotive  ad¬ 
vertising  dropped  about  20  per  cent,  building  37  per 
cent  and  house  furniture  and  furnishings  25  per  cent. 

.  .  .  Publishers  of  women’s  magazines  experienced 
relatively  the  most  favorable  showing,  with  a  linage 
decline  of  about  15  per  cent,  while  the  class  division 
suffered  the  most  severe  setback,  almost  30  per  cent.” 

From  the  editorial  point  of  view  1931  was  a 
year  to  try  men’s  souls.  The  predominant  run¬ 
ning  story  concerned  the  plight  of  the  people  af¬ 
fected  by  hard  times,  the  measures  taken  to  relieve 
human  distress,  the  sorry  state  of  business  and  finance 
and  the  political  and  private  effort  to  resuscitate  in¬ 
dustry  and  keep  panic  from  spreading.  Editors 
worked  on  hair-trigger  schedules,  seeking  to  keep  the 
people  honestly  informed,  yet  not  complicate  the 
hysteria,  and  the  record  of  journalism  in  relieving 
the  distress  of  destitute  and  unemployed  people  ranks, 
in  our  opinion,  with  any  instance  of  social  service  in 
recent  history.  In  many  instances  local  newspapers 
took  heroic  action  to  prevent  the  failure  of  banks  and 
everywhere  a  spirit  of  candor  and  constructive  aid 
was  manifest. 

The  year  was  not  notable  for  any  major  accident, 
sudden  calamity  or  pestilence,  except  in  the  instance 
of  the  (Thina  flood  which  was,  without  doubt,  the 
most  terrible  calamity  recorded  in  the  field  of  uni¬ 
versal  news.  The  overthrow  of  the  ancient  monarchy 
in  Spain  was  one  of  the  most  important  items  of 
international  news.  Revolutionary  uprisings  occurred 
in  numerous  South  American  states.  The  news  of 
the  whole  world  was  disquieting.  Great  Britain 
abandoned  the  gold  standard.  The  Labor  Ministry 
fell.  Revolt  against  the  Cuban  dictator  was  defeated. 
Hoover  signed  the  one-year  moratorium  pact.  Ger¬ 
many  continued  to  seethe.  All  news  concerning 
Russia’s  attempt  to  make  the  5-year-plan  a  success 
was  eagerly  read.  English  courts  sent  Lord  Kylsant 
to  prison.  Former  secretary  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  Albert  B.  Fall,  went  to  prison.  The 
Wickersham  Law  Enforcement  Commission  offered 
astounding  findings  concerning  crime  conditions.  In 
New  York  a  legislative  committee  investigated 
municipal  corruption.  The  prohibition  question  con¬ 
tinued  to  occupy  much  press  space.  Thomas  A. 
Edison  died  at  the  age  of  84.  Premier  Laval  visited 
the  U.  S.  Col.  and  Mrs.  Lindbergh  toured  by  plane 
to  the  Orient.  U.  S.  Senator  Dwight  Morrow  died 
suddenly.  Gandhi  visited  England  in  loin  cloth  dress, 
received  by  the  court.  Such  was  the  run  of  the 
news  in  a  year  that  was  not  notable  except  for  wide¬ 
spread  depression  and  fear. 

JOURNALISM  lost  several  stalwart  figpires 
through  death  during  the  year,  among  them  being 
William  L.  McLean,  Philadelphia  Bulletin;  Col. 
Robert  Ewing,  New  Orleans  States;  Ralph  N.  Booth, 
Booth  Newspapers  of  Michigan;  Walter  A.  Strong, 
Chicago  Daily  News;  Ole  Buck,  Nebraska  associa¬ 
tion  manager;  W.  A.  Rogers,  famed  cartoonist.

THE  CANONS  OF  JOURNALISM 


ELthicai  Rules  Adopted  by  the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Elditors  on  April  28,  1923,  and  Since  Elndorsed  by  Many 

State  Associations  and  (Xher  Groups  of  Journalists  . 


The  primary  function  of  newspapers  is  the  communicate  to  the  human  race 
what  its  members  do,  feel  and  think.  Journalism,  therefore,  oemands  of  its 
practitioners  the  widest  range  of  intelligence,  of  knowledge  and  of  experience, ' 
as  well  as  natural  and  trained  powers  of  obsrvation  and  reasoning.  To  its 
opportunities  as  a  chronicle  are  indissolubly  linked  its  obligations  as  teacher 
and  interpreter. 

To  the  end  of  finding  some  means  of'  codifying  sound  practice  and  just 
aspirations  of  .\merican  journalism,  these  canons  are  set  forth :  .  . 

(1)  KESt>oNsiBiuTY — ^liie  right  of  a  newspaper  to  attract  and  hold  readers 
is  restricted  by  nothing  but  considerations  of  public  welfare.  The  use  a  news¬ 
paper  makes  of  the  share  of  public  attention  it  gains  serves  to  determine  its 
sense  of  responsibility,  which  it  shares  with  every  meml)er  of  its  staff.  A  jour¬ 
nalist  who  uses  his  power  for  any  selfish  or  otherwise  unworthy  purpose  is 
faithless  to  a  high  trust. 

(2)  Freekom  of  the  Press — Freedom  of  the  press  is  to  be  guarded  as  a  vital 
■  right  of  mankind.  It  is  the  unquestionable  right  by  law,  including  the  wisdom 
of  any  restrictive  statute.  To  its  privileges  under  the  freedom  of  .American 
institutions  are  inseparably  joined  its  responsibilities  -for  an  intelligent  fidelity 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  1 NPEPEXDENCE — Freedom  from  all  obligations  except  that  of  fidelity  to 
the  public  interest  is  vital. 

A.  Promotion  of  any  private  interest  contrary  to  the  general  welfare,  for 
whatever  reason,  is  not  compatible  with  honest  journalism.  So-called  news 
communications  from  private  sources  should  not  be  published  without  public 
notice  of  their  source  or  else  substantiation  of  the  claims  to  value  as  news, 
both  in  form  and  substance. 

B.  Partisanship  in  editorial  comment  which  knowingly  departs  from  the  truth 
does  violence  to  the  best  spirit  of  American  journalism;  in  tbe  news  columns  it 
is  subversive  of  a  fumlamental  principle  of  the  profession. 


(4)  Sincerity,  Truthfl'lxf_ss,  .Acccracy — Good  faith  with  the  reader  is  tht 
foundation  of  all  jouurnalism  worthy  of  the  name. 

.A.  By  every  consideration  of  good  faith,  a  newspaper  is  constrained  to  be 
truthful.  It  is  not.  to  be  e.xcused  for  lack  of  thoroughfulness,  or  accuracy  within 
its  control,  or  failure  to  obtain  command  of  these  essential  qualities. 

B.  Headlines  should  be  fully  warranted  by  the  contents  of  the  articles  which 
they  surmount. 

(5)  Imp.srtiality — Sound  practice  makes  clear  distinction  between  news 

reports  and  expressions  of  opinion.  News  reports  should  be  free  from  opinion 
or  bias  of  any  kind.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  so-called  special  articles  unmis¬ 
takably  devoted  to  advocacy  or  characterized  by  a  signature  authorizing  the 
writer’s  ow’n  conclusions  and  interpretations.  , 

(6)  Fair  Play — A  newspaper  should  not  publi.sh  unofficial  charges  affecting 
reputation  or  moral  character,  without  opportunity  given  to  the  accused  to,  be 
heard ;  right  practice  demands  the  giving  of  such  opportunity  in  all  cases  of 
serious  accusation  outside  judicial  proceedings. 

.A.  .A  newspaper  should  not  invade  rights  of  private  feelings  without  sure 
warrant  of  public  right  as  distinguished  from  public  curiosity. 

B.  It  is  the  privilege,  as  it  is  the  duty,  of  a  newspaper  to  make  prompt  ami 
complete  correction  of  its  own  serious  mistakes  of  fact  or  opinion,  whatever 
their  origin. 

(7)  Decency — A  newspaper  cannot  e.scape  conviction  of  insincerity  if,  while 
professing  high  moral  purpose,  it  supplies  incentives  to  base  conduct,  such  » 
are  to  be  found  in  details  of  crime  and  vice,  publication  of  which  is  not  demoiF 
strably  for  the  general  good.  Lacking  authority  to  enforce  its  canons,  the 
journalism  here  represented  can  but  express  the  hope  that  deliberate  pandering 
to  vicious  instincts  will  encounter  effective  public  disapproval  or  yield  to  the 
influence  of  a  preponderant  professional  condemnation.

’that  little  gem  of  common  sense  which  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin  always  meant  to  write  but 
never  got  around  to:  ‘‘If  you  want  to  sell  a  lot 


of  bacon  and  eggs,  find  out  where  there’s  the 
most  eating  going  on.” 

(Excerpts  from  Poor  Richard's  Almanac — 1932  Edition) 

Years  ago,  in  Philadelphia,  there  was  once 
a  man  named  Benjamin  Franklin.  He  wore 
butternut  brown  knee  pants,  a  ready  smile 
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and  buckles  on  his  shoes.  Incidentally,  he 
had  a  lot  of  horse  sense  and  although,  in  those 
days,  he  didn’t  have  much  to  work  with  he 
managed  to  get  a  lot  done.  For  example,  he 
got  money  out  of  Frenchmen — a  feat  that  has 
never  been  duplicated.  He  helped  write  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States — still  a 
beautiful  piece  of  literature.  Between  jobs 
he  jotted  down  some  pithy  little  sayings — 
and  the  world  still  sets  its  watch  by  them. 
Another  thing  he  was  pretty  good  at  was  the 
publication  business,  and  when  he  got  ready 
to  name  a  certain  very  fine  publication,  which 
he  founded,  for  some  reason  or  other  he 
didn’t  call  it  The  Saturday  MORNING  Post 
— and  that  wasn’t  an  accident,  either. 

Considering  how  alert  he  was,  how  keen 
his  brain  and  how  far-reaching  his  imagina¬ 
tion,  if  Benjamin  Franklin  were  alive  today 
he’d  probably  be  in  the  ‘‘ad”  business.  And, 
what  a  WHIP  when  it  came  to  making  up  a 
list!  Man,  oh  man!  For  example — a  big 
national  advertiser  is  anxious  to  open  up  Chi¬ 
cago  and  is  ready  to  shoot  the  works — Benja¬ 
min  Franklin  sitting  at  the  head  of  the  table, 
a  cigarette  in  his  mouth  and  a  twinkle  in  his 
eye.

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NEWSPAPERS  HELD  CIRCULATIONS  IN  ’31 

Depression  Caused  Only  2.5  Per  Cent  Decline  in  U  nited  States,  Due  More  to  Cessation  of  Promoticm 
Tlian  to  Decrease  in  Public  Buying  Power — Sunday  Circulation  Down  4.3  Per  Cent 


HE  most  striking  fact  in  the  tabula- 

tion  of  newspaper  statistics  for  the 
year  1931  is  that  newspaper  circulations, 
better  than  any  other  staple  commodity, 
have  withstood  the  ravages  of  two  years 
of  depression.  The  decrease  in  daily 
circulation  since  the  end  of  1930  has  been 
2.5  per  cent,  while  the  Sunday  total  cir¬ 
culation  has  declined  2.7  per  cent  in  the 
same  period.  Since  the  end  of  1929,  the 
decline  in  daily  circulation  has  been  1.7 
per  cent  and  in  Sunday  circulation,  4.3 
per  cent.  For  the  majority  of  English- 
reading  Americans,  hard  times  have  not 
decreased  the  utility  of  the  newspaper  nor 
produced  a  substitute  for  its  services. 

While  this  is  an  excellent  testimonial 
of  the  worth  of  the  newspaper  product,  it 
has  not  been  wholly  a  blessing  to  the 
makers  of  newsjapers.  The  circulation 
has  been  held  without  change  of  retail 
price,  (with  a  few  exceptions  that  have 
no  bearing  on  the  totals  as  a  whole)  and 
since  the  retail  price  of  newspapers  is 
below  the  physical  cost  of  the  raw 
materials  used,  circulation  revenue  reduc¬ 
tion  is  unthinkable  for  most  publishers 
under  present  conditions.  The  great 
volume  of  circulation  held  through  de¬ 
pression.  while  linage  was  shrinking  more 
than  20  j)er  cent  in  two  years  and  revenue 
declining  not  less  than  30  per  cent,  has 
been  a  liability  from  which  publishers 
have  had  no  escai)e.  With  practically 
no  energetic  promotion,  and  with  an 
actual  effort  to  cut  down  distribution  to 
distant  areas,  the  totals  have  been  held 
at  or  above  those  for  192ff. 

Advertising  rate  totals  are  slightly 
lower  both  for  daily  and  Sunday  issues 
than  at  the  end  of  19.10,  the  reductions 
resulting  almost  wholly  from  consolida¬ 
tions.  Few  newspapers  have  advanced 
their  rates  during  the  past  year,  and 
several  increases  which  were  sch^uled 
during  1931  were  either  cancelled  or  post¬ 
poned.  But — the  record  of  1931  is  almost 
hare  of  announced  reductions  in  rates  on 
general  ad\ertising.  A  few  newspapers 
have  revised  their  rate  cards,  maintain¬ 
ing  their  basic  tariff,  but  quoting  lower 
rates  on  contracts  for  larger  sjace  units. 
Less  than  half  a  dozen  rate  cards  have 
reached  this  office  quoting  rates  to 
general  advertisers  for  bulk  space  of  the 
dimensions  used  by  large  retailers. 
Since  January  1,  1932,  some  six  or  seven 
newspapers  have  announced  horizontal 
rate  cuts  ranging  from  6  to  20  per  cent. 
.\s  a  whole,  publishers  recognize  that 
advertising  rates  in  the  past  10  years 
advanced  only  step  by  step  with  increased 
circulation,  taking  no  account  of  the  in¬ 
creased  cost  necessary  to  produce  that 
circulation,  and  giving  the  publisher  his 
profit  not  so  much  on  each  unit  but  on 
the  increased  volume  over  previous 
years’  records.  The  loss  of  20  per  cent 
in  volume  in  1931  practically  wiped  out 
profits  for  most  newspapers.  No  mathe¬ 
matics  is  needed  to  demonstrate  the  com- 
bijjed  effects  of  maintained  circulation, 

,  depressed  linage  and  revenue,  and  a 
decrease  in  the  selling  price  per  adver¬ 
tising  unit.  The  very'  considerably 
decline  noted  in  number  of  newspapers 
during  1931  will  probably  be  trifling 
beside  the  results  of  such  a  combination. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  retail  linage 
has  declined  to  a  comparatively  small 
degree  and  that  while  it  might  im¬ 
mediately  respond  with  added  volume  to 
a  reduc^  rate,  general  linage  for  the 
jiast  six  months  has  had  no  such 
reservoir  to  draw  upon.  There  is  no 
indication  that  a  cut  in  general  rates 
would  produce  an  increase  in  volume,  or 
a  further  decrease  in  general  linage  if 
present  rates  are  maintained,  despite  cur¬ 
rent  hysteria. 

The  effect  of  circulation  totals  slightly 
below  their  peaks,  with  advertising  rates 
practically  unchanged  has.  of  course,  been 
marked  in  the  milline  rate  comparisons. 

For  evening  and  for  Sunday  papers, 
these  now  stand  at  their  highest  tor  the 
past  ten  years.  The  morning  paper 
milline  rate  is  below  that  of  10  years 


ago,  though  almost  2  per  cent  higher 
than  that  prevailing  at  the  end  of  1930. 
Incongrous  as  this  condition  may  appear 
in  a  time  when  costs  of  most  commodi¬ 
ties  and  serv'ices  are  falling,  it  could 
not  have  been  avoided ;  in  fact,  had 
newspapers  advanced  their  rates  to 
parallel  the  retail  prices  of  most  com¬ 
modities  their  columffs  advertised  during 
the  past  ten  years,  the  present  comparison 
would  be  much  farther  out  of  line  with 
current  price  trends.  Newspaper  space, 
measured  by  the  milline  rate,  has  for 
years  been  the  cheapest  form  of  adver¬ 
tising  available.  With  its  milline  rate 
at  its  highest,  newspaper  space  remains 
cheaper  than  any  other  medium  of  recog¬ 
nized  value.  Magazine  rates  in  the  mass 
remain  considerably  higher  than  news- 
pa|)er  rates  in  the  mass,  and  individual 
newspapers  with  circulations  comparable 
to  those  of  the  leading  magazines,  re¬ 
main  on  a  milline  basis  far  below  that 
of  the  magazine  media. 

That  the  decline  in  newspaper  circula¬ 
tion  is  due  more  to  cessasion  of  promotion 
efforts  than  to  decrease  in  the  public's 
buying  power  is  a  conclusion  that  may 
be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  the  drop 
in  totals  is  practically  nationwide  and 
at  a  fairly  uniform  rate  throughout.  The 
excessive  declines  that  might  be  exj^cted 
in  highly  industrialized  states  if  the 
shrinkage  were  due  to  unemployment  and 
restricted  buying  power  are  not  to  be 
found.  In  fact,  the  declines  are  rela¬ 
tively  higher  in  agricultural  areas  and  in 
regions  adjacent  to  large  cities.  City 
and  suburban  circulation,  analysis  of  the 
A.B.C.  reports  on  other  pages  of  this 


issue  show,  have  suffered  lightly.  The 
major  decline  is  in  outlying  circulation. 
This  has  been  in  accordance  with  the 
most  recently  expressed  desires  of  large 
advertisers  to  be  rid  of  what  they  call 
“lunatic  fringe’’  of  newspaper  circula¬ 
tion,  and  it  has  also  been  one  of  the 
few  important  operation  economies  news¬ 
papers  have  been  able  to  effect  without 
marked  injury  to  their  product. 

Unless  business  conditions  become  ap¬ 
preciably  worse  during  1932,  there  is 
little  prospect  of  great  reduction  in  the 
circulation  totals.  Street  sale  prices  do 
not  appear  to  be  a  factor  to  be  considered 
in  the  economy  of  reduced  pay  envelopes, 
even  in  the  case  of  the  10  cent  Sunday 
newspapers.  The  street  sale  and  sub¬ 
scription  price  cuts  that  might  have  been 
expected  because  of  reduced  white  paper 
costs  have  not  come  to  pass,  nor  is  it 
likely  that  they  will  until  the  primary 
stages  of  business  revival  are  past.  With 
the  return  of  even  half  the  lost  linage 
volume,  some  publishers  may  believe 
themselves  in  position  to  begin  a  circula¬ 
tion  price  competition  hoping  to  gain  in 
circulation  volume  sufficiently  to  increase 
advertising  rates  as  an  offset  to  the  miss¬ 
ing  linage  revenue.  There  is  no  present 
tendency  toward  this  tyi)e  of  thinking, 
however,  as  the  need  for  revenue  from 
every  legitimate  source  outweighs  all 
other  considerations  in  the  business  office 
today,  .\nother  deterrent  to  circulation 
price  cuts  is  that  wages  paid  to  organized 
labor  have  not  declin^;  in  fact,  the 
aggregate  hourly  wage  average  shows  a 
slight  increase  over  the  figures  at  the 
beginning  of  1931.  W  ith  white  paper

making  20  to  30  per  cent  of  the  news¬ 
paper  budget,  and  payroll  40  to  50  per 
cent,  the  situation  is  clearly  against  any 
voluntary  reduction  of  revenue.  That 
there  has  been  no  drastic  curtailment  of 
newspaper  personnel  or  editorial  effort 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  great 
bulk  of  1929  circulation  has  been  held 
Working  schedules  have  been  tightened 
in  all  departments,  overtime  has  been 
cut  down  or  eliminated,  some  white 
collar  salaries  have  been  reduced,  but  the 
backbone  of  the  payroll  is  the  mechanial 
department  wages,  generally  fixed  by 
contract  and  irreducible  as  to  basic  rate 
during  the  contract  period.  There 
probably  will  be  some  readjustment  dur¬ 
ing  the  next  year  in  this  respect,  even 
if  business  improves.  It  if  does  not  and 
if  advertising  rate  reductions  are  wide¬ 
spread,  publishers  face  the  sterm  neces¬ 
sity  of  mechanical  department  pay  cuts. 
Strikes  may  be  expected  in  greater 
number  than  in  recent  years,  but  in  most 
cases  necessary  retrenchment  will  not 
meet  this  drastic  opposition. 

Another  probable  development  is  the 
acceleration  of  mergers.  Newspapers 
which  do  iK)t  have  to  divide  a  com¬ 
munity’s  advertising  revenue  with  com¬ 
petitors  on  the  whole  have  fared  better 
during  the  past  two  years  than  those 
in  small  cities  with  two  or  more  papers 
and  than  the  metropolitan  press,  whidi 
in  several  large  cities  balanced  the  19^ 
books  with  a  lilseral  use  of  red  ink.  The 
number  of  cities  served  by  only  one  news¬ 
paper  or  by  morning-evening  newspapers 
under  one  ownership  has  risen  to  939 
out  of  141.^— the  total  number  of  cities 
in  which  daily  newspapers  are  published. 
The  past  year  witnessed  several  major 
consplidations  in  large  cities,  receiver¬ 
ships  in  several  others,  and  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  Sunday  editions  to  513,  a  new  low. 
The  latest  decline  in  Sunday  editions 
comes  at  a  time  when  the  past  five  years' 
recession  in  Sunday  linage  has  apparently 
reached  a  halt.  The  future  of  the 
Sunday  edition  is  still  uncertain;  in  the 
larger  cities  it  has  been  improved  in 
recent  months  by  consolidation  of  some 
of  the  numerous  sections,  the  addition  of 
comics  and  smartly  printed  color  sections, 
and  greater  emphasis  on  news.  Within 
the  radius  of  easy  distribution  of  metro¬ 
politan  Sunday  issues,  Sunday  editions 
of  small-city  daily  newspapers  arc  seldom 
published  without  difficulty,  sometimw 
met  by  methods  with  the  principal  merit 
of  expediency.  In  the  smaller  cities  and 
towns  beyond  the  range  of  metropolitan 
competition,  the  Sunday  issue  performs  a 
news  service  similar  to  that  of  the  (WlJ 
new'spapers,  except  that  by  tradition  it  is 
of  larger  size  and  greater  feature  con¬ 
tent  than  that  of  weekday  issues,  ^ 
therefore  adds  cost  without  countervailing 
revenue.  Its  problems  are  not  greatly 
different  from  those  of  weekday  publica¬ 
tion.  The  massive  development  of 
colored  magazines  and  comic  sedions 
apparently  due  for  further  expansion,  is 
creating  a  new  group  of  advertisers  for 
Sunday  newspapers  as  did  the  gravurt 
process  w’hen  it  was  introduced  here  b 
years  ago  They  are  not  prospects  for 
ordinary  black  and  white  run-of-paper 
Sunday  space,  but  they  have  proven  thf 
efficacy  of  color  in  newspaper  advertis¬ 
ing.  The  future  of  the  Sunday  news¬ 
paper  in  cities  now  below  the  range  of 
their  campaigns  may  depend  upon  tte 
fruition  of  plans  for  the  perfection  of 
newspaper  color  printing  at  high  speed 
and  the  development  of  personnel  W 
operate  the  new  machines.  The  nesrt  big 
advance  in  newspaper  advertising  linage 
is  likely  to  see  a  notable  bulge  in  color 
copy. 

But,  with  all  the  negations  that  a  vW 
of  depression  has  produced,  the  positirt 
fact  remains  that  newspapers  are  still 
offering  substantially  the  same  avenue 
the  buying  public  that  they  offered  dur^ 
the  boom  days,  and  that  their  cost  w 
its  services  is  still  the  lowest  of  any  ^ 
vertising  medium.

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PRESS  PRESERVED  LOW  RATE  SUPREMACY 


Total  Daily  Milline  Rate  $3.18  as  Compared  With  $5.88  for  Magazines — Latter  Put  Circulation  at 
New  High  Level  but  With  Greater  Duplication  Than  in  Newspaper  Field 


l^AGAZINE  circulations,  like  those 
of  newspapers  during  1931,  held 
fairly  level  with  previous  records. 
Losses  in  circulation  totals  by  monthly 
and  weekly  publications  were  offset  by 
gains  in  women's  magazines,  so  that  the 
total  of  the  47  magazines  compared  an¬ 
nually  in  this  issue  since  1923  remains 
at  40,215,526  copies,  a  gain  of  about 
108,107  copies  over  the  January,  1931, 
total.  The  total  advertising  rate  of  these 
47  magazines  decreased  64  cents,  to  a 
total  of  $236.48  per  agate  line.  The  rate 
per  line  per  million  circulation  of  the 
entire  group  is  $5.88,  a  decrease  of  3 
cents,  or  one-half  of  1  per  cent,  from 
the  rate  of  a  year  ago. 

The  magazine  circulation  represents  a 
new  high  level.  According  to  the  geo¬ 
graphical  analysis  on  the  next  page,  the 
magazine  total  shows  gains  in  the  West- 
tern,  Northwestern,  Middle  Atlantic, 
New  York-New  Jersey,  and  New  Eng¬ 
land  groups  of  states,  losses  in  Southern, 
Central,  and  Southwestern  groups. 

Twenty-one  general,  or  monthly  ma¬ 
gazines  registered  gains  in  New  York- 
New  Jersey  and  the  New  England 
group  only,  the  total  increase  in  these 
two  groups,  with  a  combined  population 
of  more  than  24,000,000,  being  about 
6,000  copies. 

Eleven  Women’s  magazines  gained  in 
the  Western,  Middle  Atlantic,  New 
York-New  Jersey,  and  New  England 
groups. 

Eight  Weekly  magazines  gained  in 
the  Western,  Northwestern,  and  New 
England  groups,  losing  in  all  the  others. 

Seven  class  publications  gained  in  all 
groups  except  New  England. 

The  total  magazine  circulation,  the 
rate  for  which  is  $236.48  an  agate  line, 
is  for  the  second  year  in  succession 
higher  than  that  of  the  combined  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  newspapers  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  Against  the  magazines’  total  of 
40.21 5..526  copies,  circulated  weekly  and 
monthly,  the  newspapers  place  a  daily 
total  of  38,761,187  copies,  the  combined 
rate  for  which  is  $123.45  per  agate  line. 
The  magazine  total  undoubtedly  repre¬ 
sents  a  high  percentage  of  duplicated 
coverage,  due  to  their  diverse  editorial 
appeals,  periods  of  publication,  and  cir¬ 
culation  sales  methods.  Comparison  with 
newspaper  circulations  gives  strong  con¬ 
firmatory  evidence  of  the  magazine  dup¬ 
lication. 

In  the  state  of  California,  for  instance, 
140  daily  newspapers  are  published,  with 
34  Sunday  editions.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  efficiently  covered  “newspaper” 
states  in  the  country,  with  practically 
every  small  city  having  non-competitive 
local  newspapers  and  with  its  big  cities 


so  situated  that  their  competition  does 
not  greatly  disturb  the  small  dailies,  yet 
permits  them  a  wide  Sunday  distribu¬ 
tion,  for  the  most  part  without  small¬ 
town  competition. 

California’s  1930  census  population  was 
5,677j251  copies.  Its  morning  paper  cir¬ 
culation,  mainly  in  Los  Angeles,  San 
Francisco,  Sacramento  and  Fresno,  to¬ 
talled  962,557.  Its  evening  newspaper 
circulation,  with  a  localized  distribution 
throughout  the  state,  was  1,353,240  cop¬ 
ies  per  day,  or  approximately  one  to 
each  family  of  four  people.  Sunday 
circulation,  undoubtedly  duplicated  both 
in  the  large  cities  and  between  large 
city  and  small  cities,  totalled  1,601,453 
copies,  or  1.3  copy  per  family. 

Total  magazine  circulation  in  the  state 
was  2,951,188  copies,  or  slightly  more 
than  two  copies  per  family.  Women’s 
magazines  ran  slightly  below  the  total 
of  the  evening  newspapers  in  circulation, 
with  1,221,494  copies.  None  of  the  other 
groups  ran  as  high  as  the  group  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  morning  newspapers,  monthly 
magazines  circulating  764,/17  copies,  the 
weekly  magazines,  877,011  copies,  and  the 
class  publications  87,9^  copies. 

In  Massachusetts,  with  which  Cali¬ 
fornia  is  comparable  in  population, 
wealth,  and  literacy,  4,249,614  people  are 
served  by  67  daily  and  14  Sunday  news¬ 
papers,  population  density  permitting  a 
higher  concentration  of  publishing  units. 
Evening  paper  circulation  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  is  1,346,653  copies,  or  1  to  every 
three  persons.  Morning  paper  circula¬ 
tion  is  1,048,580  copies,  or  approximately 
1  to  every  four  people.  Sunday  circu¬ 
lation  is  1,493,215  copies,  a  slightly 
higher  ratio  to  population  than  the  eve¬ 
ning  figure.  The  close  proximity  of 
Boston  to  the  mass  of  the  state’s  popu¬ 
lation  produces  considerable  duplication 
between  the  Boston  and  local  city  dailies 
and  Sunday  papers.  Sunday  circulation 
also  goes  into  other  nearby  states.  The 
total  magazine  distribution  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  is  1,687,182  copies,  about  two-thirds 
of  the  combined  daily  newspaper  circu¬ 
lation  and  almost  200,000  higher  than 
the  Sunday  total. 

In  the  breakdown  into  classifications, 
however,  the  magazines  suffered  badly 
in  comparison  with  newspaper  distribu¬ 
tion.  General  monthly  magazines  circu¬ 
late  376,385  copies,  or  less  than  1  copy 
to  every  two  families.  Women’s  maga¬ 
zines  circulation  791,388  copies,  approxi¬ 
mately  1  per  family.  Weekly  magazines 
circulate  471,799  copies,  about  1  copy  to 
each  two  families,  while  the  class  publi¬ 
cation  distribution  of  47,610  copies  is 
negligible  for  these  comparisons.  It  is 
evident  that  in  busy  industrial  Massa¬ 


chusetts  the  daily  newspaper  is  the 
family’s  favorite  reading.  The  monthly 
intellectual  and  fiction  magazines  and 
the  weeklies  have  about  half  the  relative 
circulation  that  was  noted  for  them  in 
leisurely  California.  Women’s  magazines 
hold  almut  the  same. 

Similar  comparisons  might  be  carried 
out  for  other  populous  and  industrial 
states,  for  it  is  in  these  that  the  bulk 
of  both  newspaper  and  magazine  circu¬ 
lation  naturally  is  found. 

As  1931  ended,  the  advertising  air  was 
clouded  with  organized  propaganda  for 
lower  newspaper  advertising  rates.  The 
initial  attack  was  directed  at  newspapers, 
the  strategic  idea  apparently  being  that 
newspapers,  most  of  them  small,  highly 
competitive  units,  had  ended  a  year 
without  profit,  with  the  prospect  of 
slow  recovery,  and  that  threats  of  fur¬ 
ther  mass  withdrawal  of  volume  would 
be  sufficient  to  terrify  the  first  few  into 
rate  reductions.  With  the  movement 
started,  competition  would  give  it  suffi¬ 
cient  impetus  to  make  it  general.  Then, 
with  the  newspapers  beaten  back,  the 
next  drive  is  to  be  against  periodicals — 
stronger  as  individual  units,  but  just  as 
susceptible  to  threats  of  further  losses 
of  volume.  To  date,  the  newspaper  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  magazine  drive  for  lower 
rates  has  been  negligible.  In  the  month 
that  has  passed  since  the  first  two  or 
three  large  advertisers  issued  their 
lightly  disguised  threats,  the  total  reduc¬ 
tion  in  daily  newspaper  rates  has  been 
about  20  cents  per  line  out  of  a  total 
of  $123.45  cents  per  line.  The  Sunday 
rate  has  been  reduced  in  the  past  month 
about  10  cents,  on  a  total  rate  of  $61.57 
per  line.  Rate  reductions  during  the 
entire  year  of  1931  were  widely  scattered 
and  totalled  about  the  same  as  those 
announced  during  the  past  month. 

The  movement  of  newspaper  publish¬ 
ers  toward  lower  rates  may  accelerate 
in  the  next  few  weeks,  especially  if  new 
pressures  are  brought  to  bear,  but  there 
is  as  yet  not  the  slightest  evidence  of  a 
landslide  toward  lower  newspaper  rates. 
The  more  than  900  one-newspaper  cities 
are  only  indirectly  subject  to  competitive 
influence  and  as  they  control  the  only 
avenue  through  which  the  advertiser 
can  effectively  reach  their  community’s 
purchasing  power,  they  will  not  be 
worried  greatly  by  threats  of  withdrawn 
patronage.  The  advertiser  who  wants 
sales  must  almost  invariably  buy  their 
newspaper  space  at  the  rates  quoted.  In 
the  10  largest  cities,  some  rate  reduc¬ 
tions  have  been  announced  and  a  few 
more  can  be  expected,  but  so  long  as 
linage  leaders  retain  their  circulations  at 


approximately  present  volume,  their  rates 
will  be  maintained.  While  many  of 
these  newspapers  are  on  the  flat  rate 
basis  for  general  advertising,  others  have 
for  years  quoted  quantity  discounts, 
some  of  them  on  a  scale  comparable  to 
that  suggested  several  months  ago  by 
Erwin,  Wasey  &  Co.  In  these  news¬ 
papers,  a  general  advertiser  can  contract 
for  bulk  space  on  a  scale  parallel  with 
that  of  the  department  store,  with  com¬ 
missions  and  discounts  added. 

That  the  opening  of  the  campaign 
against  newspapers  rather  than  maga¬ 
zines  was  based  on  the  idea  that  small 
individual  newsi»per  units  would  be 
most  easily  convinced  by  the  power  of 
important  national  advertisers,  and  not 
upon  the  pressing  realities  of  th<  rate 
situation  b^omes  clear  from  a  compari¬ 
son  of  newspaper  and  magazine  milline 
rates. 

The  total  daily  newspaper  milline  rate 
is  $3.18.  The  Sunday  milline  rate  is 
$2.39.  The  daily  milline  rate  is  about 
4  per  cent  higher  than  it  was  in  1921. 
The  Sunday  milline  rate  is  about  3  per 
cent  above  its  1921  level.  The  adver¬ 
tiser  is  getting  an  infinitely  better  prod¬ 
uct  and  a  50  per  cent  greater  distribu¬ 
tion  than  in  1921  from  the  newspapers. 

The  total  magazine  milline  rate  is 
$5.88,  some  84.8  per  cent  higher  than 
that  of  the  newspapers  for  approximately 
the  same  total  circulation,  an  unknown 
percentage  of  which  is  duplicated  among 
the  magazines  and  practically  all  of 
which  is  covered  in  advance  by  news¬ 
papers  daily.  The  milline  rate  for  the 
21  general  magazines  is  $7.38,  or  132 
per  cent  above  that  of  the  combined 
daily  newspapers.  The  milline  rate  for 
the  11  women’s  magazines  is  $5.46,  or 
71.6  per  cent  higher  than  that  of  the 
newspapers.  The  milline  rate  of  the  8 
weekly  magazines  is  $4.65,  or  46.2  per 
cent  higher  than  that  of  the  daily  press. 
The  milline  rate  of  the  7  class  maga¬ 
zines  is  $10.43,  or  228  per  cent  higher 
than  that  of  the  daily  newspapers. 

There  are  the  figures.  If  millines  are 
the  standard  by  which  the  rate-breakers 
are  measuring  their  aims  and  achieve¬ 
ments,  it  is  apparent  that  they  have 
started  at  the  small  end  of  the  pyramid. 
The  spectacle  of  a  concerted  attempt  to 
reduce  the  rates  of  newspapers,  which 
for  unit  value  delivered,  have  increased 
their  prices  only  4  per  cent  in  10  years, 
while  publications  charging  from  462  per 
cent  to  228  per  cent  more  per  circula¬ 
tion-line  unit  than  the  newspapers  charge 
are  not  molested  by  threats  and  demands 
for  extraordinary  preference,  carries  its 
own  conclusion  of  absurdity.

It  must  be  current  in  all  parts  of  the  World  at  the  same  time.  In  the  pressrooms 
men  are  working  at  top  speed  with  presses  turning  out  newspapers  at  from  thirty 
to  sixty  thousand  per  hour.  The  modern  newspaper  press  with  its  steel  plate  cylinders 
and  impression  cylinders  so  finely  made  as  to  be  capable  of  adjustment  to 
a  thousandth  of  an  inch,  gives  precision  of  impression  and  perfection  of  printing. 


Next  In  Importance  to  the  Press  Itself  are  the  Rollers 

They  are  a  very  essential  part  of  the  press  equipment,  as  the  total  pressroom 
equipment  depends  on  their  working  qualities.  To  give  clear,  clean  impressions  they 
must  be  true  to  the  thousandth  part  of  an  inch.  They  must  distribute  ink  evenly 
over  the  type  matter,  and  where  halftones  are  used  produce  clean  highlights  and 
clear  solids.  The  rollers  make  or  break  the  appearance  of  the  printed  sheet. 

In  large  edition  newspaper  plants  where  the  speed  the  averages  forty  thousand 
impressions  and  over  per  hour  we  recomend  rubber  rollers.  They  will  not  melt  from 
frictional  heat,  nor  are  they  affected  by  weather  conditions. 

Where  the  average  speed  is  less  than  forty  thousand  an  hour,  good  non-meltable 
composition  rollers  are  suggested.  They  are  not  affected  by  climatic  changes  and 
will  last  from  one  to  three  years.  During  the  life  of  this  roller  the  first  cost  is  the 
only  cost. 

For  the  short  run  newspaper  plant  the  regular  composition  roller  of  a  medium  grade 
will  last  indefinitely  and  is  very  economical. 

These  suggestions  are  unbiased,  as  every  member  of  this  Association  either  manu¬ 
factures  rubber  rollers,  or  sells  rubber  rollers  that  have  been  tested  carefully  by 
the  roller  maker.  Each  member  manufactures  both  non-meltable  and  regular  com¬ 
position  rollers. 

The  advantage  in  dealing  with  a  member  of  the  Association  is  each  firm  can  equip 
your  presses  completely  with  all  the  rollers  necessary  for  continuous  operation.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  order  rubber  rollers  from  one  firm  and  composition  rollers  from 
another.  Also,  the  roller  maker,  through  yearsof  experience  in  supplying  rollers,  has  a 
concrete  idea  of  press  requirement  in  rollers.  Added  to  this  is  the  personal  service 
the  local  roller  maker  gives  over  that  of  a  manufacturer  located  a  long  distance  from 
the  printing  plant  with  whom  roller  making  is  just  a  side  line. 

Today  the  importance  of  well  established  trade  associations  is  recognized  as  never 
before.  The  National  Association  of  Printers'  Roller  Manufacturers,  Inc.  was  formed 
in  1915  and  incorporated  in  1918.

It  must  be  current  in  all  parts  of  the  World  at  the  same  time.  In  the  pressrooms 
men  are  working  at  top  speed  with  presses  turning  out  newspapers  at  from  thirty 
to  sixty  thousand  per  hour.  The  modern  newspaper  press  with  its  steel  plate  cylinders 
and  impression  cylinders  so  finely  made  as  to  be  capable  of  adjustment  to 
a  thousandth  of  an  inch,  gives  precision  of  impression  and  perfection  of  printing. 


Next  In  Importance  to  the  Press  Itself  are  the  Rollers 

They  are  a  very  essential  part  of  the  press  equipment,  as  the  total  pressroom 
equipment  depends  on  their  working  qualities.  To  give  clear,  clean  impressions  they 
must  be  true  to  the  thousandth  part  of  an  inch.  They  must  distribute  ink  evenly 
over  the  type  matter,  and  where  halftones  are  used  produce  clean  highlights  and 
clear  solids.  The  rollers  make  or  break  the  appearance  of  the  printed  sheet. 

In  large  edition  newspaper  plants  where  the  speed  the  averages  forty  thousand 
impressions  and  over  per  hour  we  recomend  rubber  rollers.  They  will  not  melt  from 
frictional  heat,  nor  are  they  affected  by  weather  conditions. 

Where  the  average  speed  is  less  than  forty  thousand  an  hour,  good  non-meltable 
composition  rollers  are  suggested.  They  are  not  affected  by  climatic  changes  and 
will  last  from  one  to  three  years.  During  the  life  of  this  roller  the  first  cost  is  the 
only  cost. 

For  the  short  run  newspaper  plant  the  regular  composition  roller  of  a  medium  grade 
will  last  indefinitely  and  is  very  economical. 

These  suggestions  are  unbiased,  as  every  member  of  this  Association  either  manu¬ 
factures  rubber  rollers,  or  sells  rubber  rollers  that  have  been  tested  carefully  by 
the  roller  maker.  Each  member  manufactures  both  non-meltable  and  regular  com¬ 
position  rollers. 

The  advantage  in  dealing  with  a  member  of  the  Association  is  each  firm  can  equip 
your  presses  completely  with  all  the  rollers  necessary  for  continuous  operation.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  order  rubber  rollers  from  one  firm  and  composition  rollers  from 
another.  Also,  the  roller  maker,  through  yearsof  experience  in  supplying  rollers,  has  a 
concrete  idea  of  press  requirement  in  rollers.  Added  to  this  is  the  personal  service 
the  local  roller  maker  gives  over  that  of  a  manufacturer  located  a  long  distance  from 
the  printing  plant  with  whom  roller  making  is  just  a  side  line. 

Today  the  importance  of  well  established  trade  associations  is  recognized  as  never 
before.  The  National  Association  of  Printers'  Roller  Manufacturers,  Inc.  was  formed 
in  1915  and  incorporated  in  1918.

NEWSPAPER  MEASURES 


Type  is  measured  by  the  number  of 
“points”  in  the  height  of  the  face  thereof. 
A  “point”  is  approximately  one-seventy- 
second  of  an  inch  (actually  .013837 
inch).  There  are  996  "points”  in  25 
centimetres.  Nonpareill  type,  the  size 
generally  used  by  newspapers,  is  a  6- 
point  type,  and  therefore  sets  12  lines  to 
an  inch,  measuring  up  and  down  the 
column.  Twenty-four  lines  of  nonpareil 
type  make  what  is  commonly  called  a 
“stick.”  There  are  usually  ten  “sticks” 
type  in  a  newspajier  column.  The  small¬ 
est  type  in  ordinary  use  is  ruby,  which 
is  3%  points  in  height.  Diamond  type  is 
4  or  Ayi  points;  pearl,  5  points;  agate, 
5)4  points ;  nonpareil,  6  points ;  minion,  7 
points ;  brevier,  8  points ;  bourgeois,  9 
points ;  long  primer,  10  points ;  small 
pica,  11  points;  pica,  12  points;  English, 
14  points;  great  primer,  18  points.  The 
news  colunms  in  most  pajjers  are  about 
2  and  three-sixteenths  inches  wide,  equal 
to  \2y2  “picas”  or  pica  M-quads.  Each 
size  of  type  has  its  own  M-quad,  which 
is  the  square  of  the  face  of  the  capital  M 
of  that  size  of  type.  Aquadrat,  or  quad, 
is  the  type  without  a  letter  on  it,  and  is 
used  in  spacing  between  words  and  in 
filling  out  blank  lines.  The  quad  is 
usually  of  four  sizes — N-quad,  M-quad, 
2M-quad,  and  3M-quad.

Performance

Ink  Qualities 


All  presses  to  function  to  the  best  advantage  must  have  rubber 
printing  rollers  that  have  high  ink  pick-up  qualities — without 
this  ability  the  quality  of  printing  wiU  be  inferior. 

To  produce  the  best,  a  roller  must  have  a  surface  that  will 
pick  up  ink  without  sticking — when  ink  sticks,  it  produces 
poor  work — this  is  due  to  heavy  ink  absorption,  where  the 
temperatures  are  inclined  to  be  high. 

The  Manhattan  Rubber  compound  produces  a  surface  that  will 
pick  up  ink  and  deposit  it  upon  the  plate  in  a  marvelous  way 
— the  distribution  even — with  the  result  of  fine  printing. 


Swelling 


When  enough  of  the  oil  vehicle  in  the  inks  has  penetrated 
the  roU,  it  breaks  down  and  deteriorates — and  when  not  checked 
reduces  rubber  to  a  sticky  gum.  This  produces  a  swelling  on 
the  surface  of  the  roller. 

The  enlargement  of  a  roller  by  swelling  increases  the  surface 
pressure  upon  the  plates  or  type  face  which  is  detrimental 
to  the  even  distribution  of  ink — causing  spotty  and  blurred 
impressions,  gray  spots,  etc. — it  also  increases  labor  of  the 
press — cuts  down  speed  and  causes  heavy  duty  on  the  bearings. 

When  enough  of  the  oil  vehicle  in  the  inks  has  penetrated 
the  roller,  the  surface  becomes  soft,  making  the  roller  almost 
useless — the  printing  poor — often  causing  a  delay  and  stopping 
of  the  press  and  removal  of  the  roller. 

The  Manhattan  Rubber  Roller  made  from  virgin  rubber, 
scientifically  compounded,  is  noted  for  its  small  percentage  of 
swelling  and  this  too,  is  evenly  distributed  over  the  surface, 
the  above  conditions  are  practically  impossible,  as  they  absorb 
very  little  moisture  and  ink  therefor  the  swelling  is  infini¬ 
tesimal. 


Regrinding 


As  it  is  well  known,  regrinding  is  a  necessity.  When  a  rubber 
roller  has  been  in  continuous  use  for  a  considerable  time  it 
will  show  surface  wear  and  a  slight  softening  from  contact 
with  the  oil  vehicle  in  ink.  This  condition  affects  only  the 
outer  surface  which  it  is  necessary  to  remove. 

The  Manhattan  Rubber  Roller  regrinds  easily  and  quickly. 
Reports  on  actual  experience  state  grinding  is  accomplished 
in  half  the  time  required  on  the  average  rubber  roller. 

Manhattan  Rubber  Roller  regrinding,  is  one  of  its  strong 
features — seldom  necessary  and  when  necessary,  always  satis¬ 
factory.  The  infinitesimal  amount  of  rubber  removed  is  like 
fine  saw-dust,  and  has  no  greasy  qualities — this  feature  assures 
the  press  room  of  efficiency  and  economy  when  this  roller 
is  used. 

Speed  Production 

Increased  production  reducing  operating  time  is  being  urged 
by  all  production  managers.  This  is  the  day  of  high  speed 
presses — presses  that  register  50,000  deliveries  an  hour — this 
means  the  press  must  run  smoothly  and  efficiently — no  time 
for  adjustments,  repairs  or  delays  of  any  sort. 

The  speed  of  a  press  is  often  accelerated  or  slowed  down  by 
its  rollers — presses  running  on  high  speeds  often  cause  the 
coating  on  cheap  rollers  to  be  pressed  out  of  shape — or 
loosened  from  their  core  because  of  centrifugal  force.

NEWSPAPER  RADIO  STATIONS  IN  THE  U.  S.  AND  CANADA 


Below  appears  a  list  of  radio  sta¬ 
tions  and  newspapers  which  own  and 
operate  them,  or  maintain  a  relationship 
described  as  “affiliated”,  which  has  no 
exact  standardized  definition  in  this  field. 

Most  of  the  newspapers  which  are 
shown  as  owning  stations  also  operate 
them.  Sometimes  this  operation  is  di¬ 
rectly  under  the  direction  of  the  news¬ 
paper  editorial  and  business  executives. 
Sometimes  it  is  in  the  hands  of  separate 
personnel,  co-operating  with  the  news¬ 
paper  whenever  opportunity  offers.  In  a 
few  cases,  the  newspaper’s  radio  station 
is  in  charge  of  a  separate,  but  closely 
related  corporation.  In  one  case,  a  news¬ 
paper  leases  its  station  to  an  outside 
operator.  In  a  few  other  cases,  the 
newspaper  leases  a  station,  the  technical 
operation  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
owner  while  the  newspaper  arranges  and 
directs  programs. 

The  activities  covered  by  “affiliated” 
are  many.  In  some  cases  there  is  a  tie- 
up  between  the  newspaper  advertising 
departments  and  the  station’s  commercial 
staff,  whereby  newspaper  space  and  radio 
time  are  sold  co-operatively.  In  others 
affiliation  means  that  the  newspaper 
either  furnishes  news  to  the  station  for 
broadcasting,  or  takes  time  itself  to 
broadcast  a  summary  of  its  day’s  report. 
In  others  it  means  that  the  newspaper 
sponsors  special  news  broadcasts  over 
the  station’s  facilities.  “Affiliated”  may 
mean  almost  any  degree  of  relationship 
short  of  actual  ownership  or  lease.

ADVERTISING. 

BroadcutiM  by  Radio  of  "lottery  and  gift 
pronama.’’ — The  following  is  taken  from  the 
bulletin  issued  by  the  Federal  Radio  Commis¬ 
sion  under  date  of  May  4,  1931,  relative  to 
the  Commission's  lack  of  authority  to  pro¬ 
hibit  the  broadcasting  of  "lottery  and  gift 
programs.”  As  the  legal  basis  on  which  the 
decision  was  made  may  not  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  editors  and  business  managers  in 
full  from  other  sources,  it  is  given  here  for 
information  and  reference : 

“The  Commission  denied  the  petition 
of  Klisha  Hanson,  .\ttorney  for  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Newspaper  Publishers’  Association, 
asking  promulgation  of  an  order  banning 
the  broadcasting  of  ‘lottery  and  gift  pro- 
grams. 

"The  Commission  took  the  position 
that  such  a  regulation  cannot  be  legally 
promulgated,  that  the  question  of  pro¬ 
hibiting  lottery  advertisements  by  radio  is 
a  matter  for  legislation  by  Congress. 

The  Commission  issued  the  following  press 
relief.  May  7; 

"Upon  frequent  occasions  there  has 
been  brought  to  the  attmtion  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  complaints  against  radio  stations 
broadcasting  fortune  telling,  lotteries, 
games  of  chance,  gift  enterprises,  or  sim¬ 
ilar  schemes  offering  prizes  dependent  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  lot  or  chance.  On 
.  that  subject  the  Commission  has  to  say : 

"There  exists  a  doubt  that  such 
broadcasts  are  in  the  public  interest. 
Complaints  from  a  substantial  numlier 
of  listeners  against  any  broadcasting 
station  presenting  such  programs  will 
result  in  the  station's  application  for 
renewal  of  license  being  set  for  a  bearing. 

‘(Copies  of  this  statement  •  were  this 
day  ordered  by  the  Commission  to  be 
maied  to  each  broadcasting  station 
licensed  by  the  Commission.’  ” 

NEWSPAPER  BOYS 

Status  of  newspaper  boys  under  California 
law  as  employees  of  newipapers.-^Herewith 
are  extracts  from  copy  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  California  rendered  on  a 
re-hearing  granted  Jan.  26,  1931,  in  the  case 
of  New  York  Indemnity  Company,  et  al  v. 
Industrial  .Occident  Commission,  et  al; 

“Proceeding  under  the  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation  Act  by  Claude  Eustace,  employee, 
opiiosed  by  the  Lot  Angeles  Evening  ^Herald 
and  another,  employers,  and  the  New  V’ork  In¬ 
demnity  Company  and  another,  insurance  car¬ 
riers.  To  review  an  award  of  compensation  by 
the  Industrial  .\ccident  Commission,  the  insur¬ 
ance  carriers  being  certiorari. 

“Award  affirmed. 

“Superseding  opinion  in  287  Pacific  368. 

“Per  curiam. 

"Petition  to  review  and  annul  an  award 
of  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission  in 
favor  of  the  respondent  Claude  Eustace. 
This  respondent,  a  man  of  34  years,  was 
engaged  in  selling  Los  Angeles  Evening 
Heralds  and  Los  An«les  Records  on  the 
streets  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  He  was 
injured  while  in  the  act  of  selling  a  paper 
to  a  customer  who  had  hailed  him  from  a 
passing  automobile. 

“No  question  is  raised  as  to  the  correct¬ 
ness  of  any  ffnding  made  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  exceiit  the  finding  that  the  vending  on 
the  streets  of  Los  .\ngeles  of  these  news¬ 
papers  by  the  applicant,  Claude  Eustace, 
constituted  him  a  compensable  employee  of 
the  respective  publishers  thereof,  the  re- 
sgrmdents  Los  .\ngeles  Evening  Herald  and 
Los  Angeles  Record  Publishing  Company. 
The  review  on  this  ground  alone  is  asked 
by  the  petitioners,  who  are  the  insurance 
carriers  for  the  last-named  respondents. 

“(1)  It  liecomes  necessary,  in  accordance 
with  well-established  rules,  to  determine 
whether  there  is  any  substantial  evidence  to 
support  the  finding  of  the  Commission  that 
the  applicant  was  an  employee  of  the  news¬ 
paper  publishers,  for,  if  he  was  an  em¬ 
ployee,  he  is  concededly  entitled  to  eomiien- 
sation.  If,  however,  the  evidence  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  but  one  inference,  viz.  that  the  in¬ 
jured  man  was  an  independent  contractor, 
as  contended  by  the  petitioners  herein,  he 
is  not  entitled  to  compensation. 

“Eustace  is  one  of  a  number  engaged  in 
the  same  occupation  in  I^s  Angeles  under 
circumstances  similar  to  those  here  pre¬ 
sented.  The  undisputed  eviilence,  in  sub¬ 
stance,  is  that  both  the  Heralds  and  the 
Records  were  delivered  to  persons  usually 
called  newsboys,  of  whom  Eustace  was  one, 
by  a  district  manager,  who  acted  as  the 
representative  of  both  publishing  companies 
in  the  distribution  of  tbe  newspapers  to  the 
newsboys  in  his  district.  The  newsboys 
paid  2  cents  each  for  the  Heralds,  which 
were  sold  by  them  at  a  price  fixed  by  the 
publishers  thereof.  The  newsboys  paid 
$1.25  per  hundred  for  the  Records,  which 
they  sold  also  at  a  fixed  price.  Eustace 
took  from  the  district  manager  a  specified 
number,  130,  of  Heralds  per  day,  but  re¬ 
ceived  as  few  or  as  many  Records  as  he 
wished.  Unsold  Heralds  were  not  return¬ 


able,  but  credit  was  given  by  the  district 
manager  for  Records  returned.  The  papers 
were  paid  for  by  the  newsboys  when  they 
received  them,  or  they  were  charged  with 
the  number  taken  and  payment  was  made 
at  the  end  of  the  day.  Eustace  was  not 
carried  on  the  pay  roll  of  either  publisher, 
and  received  no  salary  or  reward  directly 
from  them.  His  compensation  consisted  in 
the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  papers 
to  him  and  the  price  he  was  permitted  by 
the  publishers  to  charge  the  public  as  pur¬ 
chasers. 

“Although  there  is  some  dispute  in  the 
testimony  as  to  just  what  control  or  regula¬ 
tion  was  exercis^  over  the  newsboys  by  the 
district  manager,  nevertheless  the  following 
conclusions  of  fact  are  supported  by  testi¬ 
mony  in  tbe  record,  some  of  which  was 
elicited  from  conceded  employees  of  the 
publishing  companies:  That  sMcified  ‘cor¬ 
ners’  were  allotted  to  the  applicants  there¬ 
for,  who  received  instructions  not  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  or  sell  at  another  newsboy’s  cor¬ 
ner;  that  in  order  to  retain  his  selling  sta¬ 
tion  at  the  corner  allotted  to  him,  a  news¬ 
boy  was  reauired  to  be  a  ‘hustler’  and  sell 
a  prescribed  possible  minimum  of  Heralds 
for  that  corner,  otherwise  his  corner  was 
given  to  another  newsboy  and  he  was  re¬ 
fused  further  copies  of  that  paper  by  the 
district  manager.  If  copies  were  distributed 
for  sale  to  newsboys  who  were  not  allotted 
a  corner,  they  were  instructed  to  sell  only 
between  corners  and  not  to  interfere  with 
any  occupied  comer.  The  circulation  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Herald  testified  that  it  was  one 
of  the  duties  of  tbe  district  manager,  who 
is  admittedly  an  employee  of  both  publish¬ 
ers,  to  try  to  keep  peace  among  the  boys, 
and  that  some  regulation  was  enforced  as 
to  the  stations  which  the  boys  were  to  oc¬ 
cupy  in  vending  the  pa|>ers,  that  the  district 
manager  had  personal  supervision  of  the 
newsboys,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
district  manager  to  see  that  all  of  tbe  ter¬ 
ritory  in  his  district  was  covered  by  news¬ 
boys  so  that  the  greatest  possible  number  of 
copies  each  day  would  be  sold.” 

“The  petitioners’  claim  that  the  facts  pre¬ 
sent  no  more  than  a  case  of  the  purchase 
of  a  certain  number  of  papers  at  wholesale 
for  sale  at  retail  is  not  supported  by  the 
record.  The  petitioners  have  not  met  the 
burden  placed  upon  them  by  section  8(b)  of 
the  Workmen’s  Com|>ensation,  Insurance 
and  Safety  Act  (St.  1917,  p.  835)  of  over¬ 
coming  the  presumption  that  the  applicant 
is  an  employee  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  act.  See  York  Junction  T.  &  S.  Co.  v. 
Ind.  Acc.  Comm.,  202  Cal.,  517,  261  p. 
704;  Montezuma  'ft.  School  v.  Ind.  Acc. 
Comm.,  201  Cal.,  603,  258  p.  84;  Hillen  v. 
Ind.  Acc.  Comm.,  supra;  Employers’  L.  A. 
Corn.  V.  Ind.  Acc.  Coram.,  supra. 

“We  must  therefore  conclude  on  the  pres¬ 
ent  record  that  the  system  instituted  and 
the  organization  established  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  supervising  and  directing  the  larg¬ 
est  distribution  and  sale  of  their  pa|>ers  on 
the  streets  by  the  class  of  news  vendors 
involved  herein  justified  the  commission’s 
conclusion  that  the  jictitioners’  assured  re¬ 
tained  such  powers  of  control  over  the 
class  of  newslmys  so  drawn  into  that  sys¬ 
tem  and  organization  as  to  characterize 
them  employees  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation,  Insurance  and 
Safety  Act. 

“The  award  is  affirmed.” 

PRIVILEGED  COMMUNICATIONS 
Right  to  reprint  testimony  ordered  stricken 
from  record. — The  following  is  copy  of  an 
opinion  rendered  by  the  legal  department  of  the 
Scripps-Howard  Newspaoers  in  answer  to  a 
query  as  to  the  right  of  a  newspaper  to  pub¬ 
lish  testimony  which  had  been  given  in  court 
and  which  tne  court  ordered  to  be  “stricken 
from  the  record.” 

“The  publication  of  a  fair  and  truthful 
account  of  judicial  proceedings  is  privi¬ 
leged.  This  rule  does  not,  at  least  in  some 
cases,  include  the  right  to  publish  the  con¬ 
tents  of  pleadings  which  have  not  lieen  used 
in  the  actual  trial  or  hearing  of  a  case,  but 
it  does  include  the  right  to  report  every¬ 
thing  that  has  occurred  in  the  public  trial 
of  a  case. 

“The  fact  that  a  witness  in  his  testimony 
made  a  certain  statement  which  was  after¬ 
wards  ordered  ‘stricken  from  the  record’  is 
as  much  a  proceeding  in  the  trial  of  the 
case  as  though  the  court  had  permitted  such 
matter  to  remain  in  the  record.  When  a 
court  orders  testimony  stricken  from  the 
record  it  does  not  mean  that  it  is  to  be 
kept  secret  and  not  published,  but  it  does 
mean  and  means  only  that  it  is  not  com¬ 
petent  evidence  for  a  jury  to  consider  in 
reaching  its  conclusions  and  that  the  jury 
is  to  disregard  this  testinmny. 

“You  would,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  be 
entirely  within  your  rights  in  printing  tes¬ 
timony  as  in  this  case  which  the  court  had 
ordered  to  be  stricken  from  the  record.” 

PRIVILEGED  COMMUNIC.^TIONS 
Right  under  Illinois  Law  to  disclose  testi¬ 
mony  given  before  Grand  Jury. — The  follow¬ 
ing  are  extracts  from  an  ooinion  of  the  Legal 
Department  of  the  Scripps-Howard  Newspapers 
as  to  the  liability  under  Illinois  law  of  news¬ 
papers  or  others  for  the  publication  or  other 
disclosure  of  proceedings  before  a  Grand  Jury 
in  Illinois; 

The  Illinois  statute  concerning  disclosure  of 

froceedings  before  the  Grand  Jury,  reads  as 
ollows : 

“No  grand  juror  or  officer  of  the  court 
or  other  person  shall  disclose  that  an  in¬ 


dictment  for  felony  is  found  or  about  to  be 
found  against  any  person  not  in  custody  or 
under  recognizance,  except  by  issuing  pro¬ 
cess  for  his  arrest,  until  he  is  arrested; 
nor  shall  any  grand  juror  state  how  any 
member  of  the  jury  voted,  or  what  opinion 
he  expressed  on  any  question  before  them; 
and  the  court,  in  charging  said  jury,  shall 
impress  uimn  their  minds  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  A  violation  of  this  section 
shall  subject  the  offender  to  an  attachment 
as  for  contempt  of  court,  in  which  he  may 
be  fined  not  exceeding  $560.” 

“.Apparently  not  even  a  person  who  has 
testified  before  the  Grand  Jury  can  disclose 
that  an  indictment  is  alwut  to  be  found, 
and  if  such  a  jierson  makes  statements  as 
to  testimony  in  the  Grand  Jury  room  and  a 
reporter  should  infer  from  that  testimony 
that  an  indictment  is  about  to  be  found, 
and  publishes  an  article  to  that  effect,  it  is 
probable  that  the  newspaper  which  prints 
the  statement  (or  one  of  the  employees, 
such  as  the  Editor  or  Business  Manager) 
could  be  held  in  contempt  under  the  above 
quoted  statute. 

“We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  other 
Illinois  statute  which  prohibits  a  grand  jury 
witness  re|>eating  the  questions  asked  him 
by  any  member  of  the  Grand  Jury  or  by 
the  officer  of  the  court  assigned  to  attend 
upon  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Jury,  or 
his  answers  to  such  questions. 

“However,  if  a  press  association  or  a 
newspaiier  takes  such  statements  and  re¬ 
ports  them  in  such  a  way  as  would  reveal 
the  fact  that  an  indictment  is  about  to  be 
found,  or  if  they  receive  false  statements 
from  the  witness  and  print  such  false 
statements,  or  if  they  publish  statements 
which  might  be  held  by  the  court  to  be  an 
interference  with  the  processes  of  the 
Grand  Jury,  then  it  is  possible  that  the 
press  service  or  newspaper  (or  one  of  their 
employees)  might  be  held  in  contempt  for 
so  doing. 

“In  other  words,  it  is  necessary  to  make 
clear  that  in  publishing  statements  made 
hy  a  Grand  Jury  witness  as  to  conversa¬ 
tions  in  the  Grand  Jury  room,  the  press 
service  or  newspaper  is  relying  on  the  word 
of  the  witness,  and  if  the  witness  is  not 
telling  the  truth  or  is  garbling  the  story, 
then  the  news  service  or  newspaper  must 
take  its  chance  of  being  held  in  contempt 
on  a  possible  holding  by  a  court  that  such 
published  statements  constituted  an  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  administration  of  justice. 
The  matter  should  be  held  down  to  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  exact  facts  which  took  place  in 
the  Grand  Jury  room,  as  reporter  by  a  wit¬ 
ness,  who,  in  restating  the  facts  to  the  re¬ 
porter,  did  not  garble  the  facts  and  told  the 
truth.  Even  if  what  has  been  said  in  the 
Grand  Jury  room  to  and  by  the  witness  has 
been  correctly  reported,  nevertheless  if 
such  statements  tend  to  show  that  an  in¬ 
dictment  is  alxiut  to  be  found,  it  is  possible 
that  a  finding  of  contempt  might  be  based 
on  such  a  published  statement  under  the 
Illinois  statutes.  •  ♦  • 

“With  regard  to  the  statutes  of  other 
states  of  the  United  States,  in  some  states 
the  witnesses  are  prohibited  from  repeating 
what  happened  in  the  Grand  Jury  room,  but 
even  in  states  where  that  is  true  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  it  would  be  held  that  the  statutes 
are  directed  against  the  person  who  orig¬ 
inally  revealed  the  hapjienings  in  the 
Grand  Jury  room  rather  than  against  the 
press  association  or  newspaper  which  in¬ 
duced  the  statements  and  published  them. 
This  is  on  the  general  principle  that  crim¬ 
inal  statutes  are  strictly  construed  and  will 
not  be  extended  beyond  their  narrow 
meaning.” 

Right  of  comment  on  conduct  of  Public 
Officials. — Following  are  extracts  from  opin¬ 
ion  rendered  January  19,  1931.  by  Judge  Leon 
R.  Yankwich  of  the  Su|>erior  Court  of  Los  An¬ 
geles  County,  California,  in  a  suit  by  Bert  H. 
Ilumason  v.  California  Chiropractic  .Association, 
et  al,  (No.  288,  640)  for  libel,  together  with 
extracts  from  a  memorandum  of  jhe  Legal 
Department  of  the  Scripps-Howard  Newspapers 
commenting  on  that  opinion: 

“One  of  the  penalties  of  public  office  is 
to  make  the  occupant  the  target  of  public 
criticism.  This  right  of  criticism  is  of  the 
essence  of  free  government.  In  (California, 
an  attack  u|K>n  a  public  official,  even 
though  untrue,  made  by  a  citizen  interested 
in  the  matter  is  privileged,  if  published 
without  malice.  In  this  case,  no  attempt 
has  lieen  made  to  prove  the  truth  of  the 
articles  directed  at  the  plaintiff.  The  only 
defense  is  the  defense  of  privilege.  This 
defense  has  been  sustained.  It  is  true  that 
the  language  of  some  of  these  articles  is 
extravagant.  This  is  to  be  regretted.  But 
I  think  that,  on  the  whole,  the  defendants 
were  not  actuated  by  actual  malice  toward 
the  plaintiff,  and  that  such  malice  should 
not  be  inferred  from  the  mere  tone  of  the 
articles.  A  controversy  was  going  on 
within  the  ranks  of  the  chiropractors  of  the 
state.  The  defendants  Iielieveil  that  the 
activities  of  the  agents  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  were  detrimental  to  their  pro¬ 
fession, — and,  more  particularly,  to  the 
schools  which  many  of  them  represented. 
These  schools, — they  thought, — were  being 
discriminated  against  in  certain  prosecu¬ 
tions  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
whole  chief  investigating  officer  the  plain¬ 
tiff  was. 

“The  articles,  though  not  true,  were 
therefore,  priviWed  and,  for  their  publica¬ 
tion,  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover. 

“Judgment  will  be  for  the  defendants.” 

(Comment  by  Legal  Department) 

“Under  date  of  February  10,  1931, 

W.  N.  Burkhardt  of  the  San  Francisco 
News  forwarded  an  opinion  by  Judge  Yank¬ 
wich  of  the  Superior  Court  for  the  County 
of  I-os  Angeles,  ruling  uiion  the  question 
of  privilege  of  free  comment  upon  the  con¬ 
duct  of  a  public  official.  The  comments 
were  contained  in  a  publication  which  was 
in  the  nature  of  a  newspaper  and  the  de¬ 
cision  may  be  said  to  be  applicable  to 
newspajiers.  •  •  « 


“The  court  states  that  in  California  an 
attack  upon  a  public  official,  even  though 
untrue,  made  b^  a  citizen  interested  in  the 
matter  is  privileged,  if  published  without 
malice.  Tne  court  summaries  its  opinion 
and  conclusion  in  the  statement  that  “the 
articles,  though  not  true,  were  therefore 
privileged  and  for  their  publication  the 
plaintiff  cannot  recover. 

“This  ruling  would  be  regarded  quite 
generally  as  an  extreme  holding  on  tte 
question  of  privilege.  It  is,  however,  justi- 
ned  by  prior  rulings  of  the  California' 
Supreme  Court,  as  cited  in  the  opinion  of 
Judge  Yankwich.  These  Supreme  Court 
cases  are  Snively  v.  Record  Publishing  Co., 
185  Calif.  565,  198  Pac.  1,  and  Maher  v 
Devlin,  203  Calif.  270,  263  Pac.  812.  This 
ruling,  though  extreme,  finds  support  in 
some  other  states.  It  is  not  unique  nor  it 
the  Supreme  Court  of  California  unique  in 
this  holding.  It  may,  however,  be  said  to 
depart  from  the  usual  rule.  The  usual  rule 
allows  free  comment  and  criticism  of  the 
acts  of  public  officials.  If  those  comments 
are  based  ution  facts,  one  may  be  free  in 
comment  and  criticism,  but  may  not  be  free 
in  basing  this  comment  and  reason  upon 
matters  which  are  untrue.  This  case  may 
of  course  be  apjiealeil  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  California,  but  the  Supreme  Court  has 
so  committed  itself  that  the  case  would 
undoubtedly  be  affirmed.” 

ADVERTISING 

Right  of  newspaper  to  refuse  proffered  ad¬ 
vertising — The  Federal  case  of  Louis  Wohl, 
Inc.,  decides  once  again  that  a  newspaper  is  not 
a  public  utility,  and  can  sell  or  refuse  to  sell  its 
advertising  to  an  applicant  as  it  pleases. 

The  facts  in  the  particular  case  were  that  a 
bankrupt  corporation  owed  the  Detroit  Newt 
and  the  Detroit  Times  substantial  sums  for  ad¬ 
vertising.  A  new  corporation,  organized  to 
take  over  the  business  of  the  bankrupt,  applied 
to  the  same  papers  for  more  advertising.  They 
refused  to  accept  the  order  unless  their  losses  in 
the  previous  bankruptcy  were  made  good,  and 
the  new  company  accordingly  made  them  good. 
The  new  company  went  bankrupt,  owing  sub¬ 
stantial  sums  tor  its  advertising  and  the  trustee 
sought  to  set  off  the  above  payments  on  the 
ground  that  they  were  illegal  exactions,  a  news¬ 
paper  being  bound  to  sell  advertising  to  all 
comers  on  equal  terms. 

The  opinion  reviews  fairly  and  carefully  the 
trustee’s  argument,  and  rejects  it  after  showing 
that  the  weight  of  authority  is  against  it  By 
reason  of  its  thoroughness  and  impartiality  it 
constitutes  a  valuable  addition  to  the  authori¬ 
ties  on  the  subject. 

Following  are  extracts  from  the  opinion  of 
the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  East¬ 
ern  District  of  Michigan,  Southern  Division, 
rendered  May  27.  1931  in  the  case  of  i'b  re 
Louis  H’ohl,  Inc.,  on  exceptions  to  the  referee’s 
reimrt,  disallowing  certain  set-offs  claimed  by 
the  Trustee  gainst  claims  of  the  Detroit  News 
and  Detroit  Times,  the  report  being  confirmed 
and  objections  to  the  Referee’s  findings  of  fact 
and  conclusions  of  law  being  overruled. 

“The  reasoning  upon  which  trustee’s  con¬ 
tention  is  based  is  interesting,  and  is  sub 
stantially  as  follows:  The  United  States 
Supreme  Court  in  Munn  v.  Illinois,  94 
•  U.  S.  113,  24  L.  Ed.  77,  charted  a  new 
course  with  respect  to  certain  business 
which,  originally  private  enterprises  and 
under  no  duty  to  serve  for  a  reasonable 
com|>ensation,  became  by  reason  of  special 
elements  clothed  with  a  public  interest  and 
under  a  duty  to  serve  the  public  without 
discrimination.  In  Munn  v.  Illinois,  two 
elements  were  relied  upon;  First,  that  the 
business  was  of  great  public  importance; 
and.  second,  that  it  was  of  a  monopolistic 
character.  It  is  here  claimeil  that  the  news¬ 
paper  business  has  liecome  of  such  great 
puolic  importance  as  to  warrant  the  con¬ 
clusion  arrived  at  in  the  Munn  case  with 
respect  to  grain  warehousemen,  that  the 
owners  have  granted  to  the  public  an  inter¬ 
est  in  the  projierty,  and,  further,  that  under 
the  facts  herein  disclosed  the  Detroit  News 
and  the  Detroit  Times  exercise  what  is  vir¬ 
tually  a  monopoly  in  the  evening  newspaper 
field.^’ 

“For  specific  application  of  what  is 
claimed  to  be  a  general  doctrine  there  is 
cited  the  case  of  Uhlman  v.  Sherman,  22 
Ohio  N.  P.  (N.S.)  225,  a  decision  of  a 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Ohio,  wherein  it 
was  specifically  held  that  because  of  the 
great  importance  of  the  newspaper,  the 
favors  extended  to  it  by  the  law  in  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  publication  of  official  notices, 
and  the  general  dependence,  interest,  and 
concern  of  the  public  therein,  the  news¬ 
paper  has  become  clothed  with  a  public  in¬ 
terest,  and  that  it  therefore  must  lie  classed 
with  warehouses,  public  wharves,  inns,  and 
many  kindred  lines,  of  business  which  have 
been  held  so  clothed. 

“There  is  next  urged  the  case  of  the 
Inter-Ocean  Publishing  Company  v.  Asso- 
iated  Press,  184  Ill.  448,  56  N.  E.  822,  48 
L.  R.  A.  568,  75  Am.  St.  Rep.  184,  in 
which  a  large  news  association,  whose  busi¬ 
ness  it  was  to  furnish  telegraphic  news  to 
its  subscribers  or  members,  was  held  to  be 
a  business  uixin  which  a  public  interest  was 
engrafted,  so  that  all  newspaper  publishers 
who  desire  to  purchase  the  services  of  such 
association  were  entitled  to  do  so  without 
discrimination.  The  Inter-Ocean  Case  was 
followeil  and  apnroved  in  the  case  of  News 
Publishing  Company  v.  .Associated  Press. 
114  Ill.  .App.  241.  Finally  there  is  urged 
a  considcratton  of  the  case  of  Tyson  v.  Ban- 
ton,  273,  U.  S.  418,  47  S.  Ct.,  426,  434,  71 
L.  Ed.  718.  58  A.  L.  R.  1236  (the  theater 
ticket  broker  case),  and  the  case  of  Ribnik 
V.  McBride.  277  U.  S.  350,  48  S.  Ct.  545, 
72  L.  Ed.  913.  56  A.  L.  R.  1327  (the 
employment  agency  case).  These  two  lat¬ 
ter  cases  are  urged  as  authority,  first,  on 
the  contention  that  the  metropolitan  news¬ 
paper  meets  the  tests  there  indicated  as  to 
when  a  business  is  clothed  with  a  public  in¬ 
terest,.  even  though  the  specific  bustness  con¬ 
sidered  in  each  of  those  cases  did  not  meet 
such  tests,  and,  secondly,  that  the  dissenting 
opinions  read  in  the  light  of  the  majority 
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opinion!  indicate  that  where  the  public  im- 
l>ortancc  and  necessity  should  more  clearly 
appear  than  they  did  in  the  cases  cited,  that 
it  would  be  safe  to  conclude  that  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  would  arrive  at  a  differ¬ 
ent  conclusion  with  respect  to  newspapers 
than  it  did  with  respect  to  theatre  ticket 
brokers  and  employment  agencies. 

“To  claimants’  contention  that  in  nearly 
all  of  the  cases  cited  the  courts  were  called 
u|K)n  to  determine  the  validity  of  a  price 
fixing  statute,  and  that  since  here  there  ex¬ 
ists  no  regulatory  act  of  the  Legislature, 
they  are  not  controlling,  the  answer  is 
made,  and  apiiarently  with  some  logic,  that 
the  validity  of  price  fixing  statutes  depends 
upon  whether  or  not  the  business  sought  to 
be  regulated  is  at  the  common  law  a  busi¬ 
ness  clothed  with  a  public  interest,  and  that 
it  is  the  nature  of  the  business  and  its 
importance  to  the  public  that  determines 
its  public  character,  and  not  the  fiat  of 
the  I.,egislature,  and  that  in  the  instant 
case,  while  there  is  no  state  statute  regulat¬ 
ing  the  price  which  shall  be  charged  by 
newspapers  for  advertising,  yet  in  the 
absence  of  such  legislation  the  newspaper, 
if  clothed  with  a  public  interest,  is  bound 
by  the  common  law  to  serve  without  dis¬ 
crimination.  Wolff  Packing  Co.  v.  In¬ 
dustrial  Court,  262  U,  S.  522,  43  S.  Ct. 
63'6,  67  L.  Ed.  1163,  27  A.  L.  R.  1280.’’ 

“Coming  to  the  specific  application  of  the 
doctrine  invoked,  the  only  case  specifically 
hobling  a  newspaper  to  lie  clothed  with  a 
public  interest  is  the  decision  of  the 
nisi  prius  court  of  Ohio  in  the  case  of 
Uhlman  v.  Sherman,  supra.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  there  the  nisi  prius  judge 
frankly  admitted  that  learned  and  diligent 
counsel  on  both  sides  were  unable  to  find  a 
parallel  case,  and  that  he  himself  had  been 
unable  to  find  one.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  that  while  it  may  be  true  that  legisla¬ 
tion  declaring  businesses  affected  with  a 
public  interest  as  a  ground  for  regulating 
such  businesses  may  l)e  merely  declaratory 
of  the  common  law,  that  it  has  not  lieen 
pointed  out  that  any  state  has  ever  at¬ 
tempted  to  regulate  the  business  of  a  news¬ 
paper  on  the  ground  that  such  business  is 
one  clothed  with  a  public  interest.  The 
regulation  of  businesses  generally  under  the 
police  power  is,  of  course,  not  here  involved. 

“In  the  Inter-Ocean  Case,  it  appears  that 
the  Associated  Press  had  voluntarily  sought 
corporate  existence  to  engage  in  an  enter¬ 
prise  which  invested  it  with  among  others 
the  power  of  eminent  domain.  It  was  or¬ 
ganized  to  purchase,  erect,  lease,  operate, 
and  sell  telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  a 
business  which  is  essentially  public  in  its 
nature,  and  which  renders  a  corjwiration  so 
engaged  amenable  to  public  control.  W  hilc 
the  coriioration  never  exercised  the  public 
ixiwers  thus  conferred  upon  it,  the  court 
held  that  such  powers  were  important  in 
determining  the  character  of  the  corporation 
under  its  charter,  and  the  business  in 
which  it  was  actually  engaged.  It  is  quite 
true,  as  claimed,  that  the  opinion  in  the 
Inter-Ocean  Case  is  much  broader  than  the 
decison,  but  it  can  only  lie  read  in  the 
light  of  the  facts  there  disclosed.  More- 
over,  whatever  may  be  urged  in  support  of 
the  reasoning  of  the  Inter-Ocean  Case  as 
distinguished  from  what  was  there  decided 
uiion  the  facts,  that  reasoning  has  not  been 
followed.  It  was  siiecifically  rejected  in  a 
similar  case  by  the  Supreme  o* 

Missouri  in  the  State  v.  -Xssociated  Press, 
159  Mo.  410,  60  S.  W.  91,  51  L.  R.  A. 
151,  81  Am.  St.  Rep.  368,  and  was  rather 
curtly  dismissed  by  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  in  Journal 
of  Commerce  Publishing  Company  v.  Trib¬ 
une  Comiiany,  286  F.  111.  In  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  v.  Boston  Tran¬ 
script  Company,  249  Mass.  477,  144  N.  E. 
400,  402,  35  A.  L.  R.  1,  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  refused  to  sustain 
a  statute  imposing  a  penalty  on  the  pub¬ 
lisher  of  any  newspajier  who  refused  to 
publish  on  request  at  regular  rates  for 
space  taken  the  findings  of  the  Minimum 
Wage  Commission,  on  the  ground  that  it 
impaired  the  publisher’s  atonstitutional  right 
of  contract.  The  court  there  said:  ’It  can¬ 
not  be  said  on  this  record  that  newspapers 
are  affected  with  a  public  interest  so  as  to 
stand  on  a  less  favorable  ground  with  re¬ 
spect  to  legislative  regulation  like  the 
present  than  the  ordinary  person.’  It  has 
similarly  been  held  that  newspapers  are  not 
obliged  to  publish  delinquent  tax  lists.  Lake 
County  V.  Lake  County  Publishing  & 
Printing  Company,  280  Ill.  243,  117  N.  E. 
452;  Belleville  Printing  Company  v.  St. 
Clair  County,  336  Ill.  359,  168  N.  E.  312; 
Wooster  v.  Mahaska  County,  122  Iowa, 
300,  98  N.  W.  103.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  receiving  favors  from  local  govern¬ 
ments  in  designating  the  newspaper  as  the 
medium  for  publication  of  government 
notices  was  regarded  by  the  court  in  Uhl¬ 
man  V.  Sherman,  supra,  as  a  warrant  for 
the  holding  there  made. 

“I  find  from  the  foregoing  that  there  is 
no  such  trend  of  decision  as  the  trustee 
urges.  A  newspaper  is  not  at  the  common 
law  a  business  clothed  with  a  public  in¬ 
terest.  Objections  to  the  Referees’  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law  are  over¬ 
ruled,  and  the  report  of  the  referee  is  con¬ 
firmed.  An  order  may  be  entered  accord¬ 
ingly." 


MAKES  LEGAL  RUUNG 

Gilbert  Bettman,  attorney  general  of 
Ohio,  has  handed  down  an  opinion  to  the 
effect  that  statutory  provisions  relating 
to  the  publication  in  newspapers  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  of  property  appraisements  by 
the  county  auditor  are  mandatory  and 
may  not  be  waived  even  by  the  signing 
of  all  of  the  landowners  of  a  township.
